Swimming pools or any structures other than a dwelling, garages or a community building and 
all accessory structures shall comply with the green strip and setback and parking and shall 
require a Special Permit from the SPGA. 


Garages and community buildings for meetings and social activities of the residents shall also be 
allowed but shall not exceed 2,000 square feet of floor area, and shall adhere to all green strip 
and setback requirements. 


Site Plan Approval 
L. Requirements for Site Plan - No Townhouse shall be constructed or externally enlarged, 


except in conformity with a site plan bearing an endorsement of approval by the Board of 
Appeals. Said site plan shall show, among other things, all existing and proposed 
buildings, all existing and proposed structures, parking spaces, driveway openings, 
driveways, service areas, and other open uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and other 
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waste disposal and for surface water, drainage, and all landscaping features such as 
walks, fences, walls, planting areas and greenbelts on the !ot. 

Approval Procedure — Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this section shall 
submit the required number of copies of the plan prepared by a registered land surveyor 
or professional engineer in collaboration with a registered landscape architect, with a 
properly executed application for approval thereof, directly to the Town Clerk who shall 
forthwith transmit it to the Board of Appeal. The Board shall then forthwith transmit one 
(1) copy of each plan to the Planning Board and to the Board of Health which said boards 
may, at their discretion, investigate the case and report in writing their recommendation 
to the Board of Appeal.

within the site, and in relation to adjacent streets, property or improvement. In addition, 
no building or access facilities shall be placed on any portion of the land determined by 
the Board of Health to be unsuitable for such construction.

Area Requirements 

The Townhouse site shall have not less than 150 feet of frontage. The minimum site for 
such development shall be 200,000 square feet. 

Site Coverage and Design Restrictions 

1. Buildings shall not cover more than thirty (30) percent of the site. At least forty (40) 
percent of the site shall be maintained as green space, as defined in Section 7.5 of the By- 
Laws. 

2. There shall be a minimum distance of forty (40) feet between two (2) residential 
buildings or groups of townhouses on the same site. 

3. Townhouse rows shall consist of a minimum of three (3) units and a maximum of ten 
(10) units. Each townhouse dwelling unit shall be a maximum of eighteen (18) feet wide. 
4. No open parking or driveway shall be closer than fifteen (15) feet to a wall 

containing windows or habitable rooms. 
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5. Townhouses may be maintained as rental units or may be sold as condominiums. 
Townhouse units may not be sold as row houses with there own individual sites. This 
shall not restrict the allocation of outdoor space adjacent to individual dwelling units for 
the exclusive use of the occupants of specific dwelling units. 

Minimum Yard Requirements - On each site there shall be provided a minimum setback 
of thirty-five (35) feet from the front property line. The side and rear setbacks shall be 
fifty (50) feet, or twenty-five (25) feet which shall be retained in its natural wooded state 
or landscaped along the perimeter of the site. In all cases, a landscape buffer strip shall 
be provided so as to protect adjoining properties from the effects of noise, lights, air or 
visual impact. Proponents must demonstrate to the satisfaction of the SPGA that these 
concerns have been adequately addressed. 

Height Restriction — Townhouse and Garden Style apartment buildings shall not exceed 
two and one-half (2 2) stories nor be more than thirty-five (35) feet in height, provided 
that no living quarters shall be located below the mean finished grade of the ground 
adjoining the building, nor above the second story. 

Density — A minimum of seven thousand, five hundred (7,500) square feet of land shall 
be required for each dwelling unit. If consistent with Chapter 774, the minimum shall be 
six thousand, eight hundred (6,800). The area used in the calculations shall not include 
any bordering vegetative wetlands defined by M.G.L. C. 131, Section 40 and by 310 
CMR 10.00 nor any flood plain as defined by Section 5.6 of this by-law. 

Parking: There shall be a minimum of two parking spaces per dwelling unit. A 
minimum of 25% of the dwelling units shall have garages. The parking space within 
these garages shall count towards the two-(2) parking spaces per unit requirements. 
Infrastructure — All sites must be served by the Town water system. All sites must be 
served by an existing town sewer, or by an extension of an existing Town sewer line, any 
new sewer line extension, if approved by the Sewer Commission, will be the financial 
responsibility of the developer, and will be installed in accordance with the specifications 
provided by the Sewerage Commission. Said extension will be laid out that any 
residence it passes will be able to be served by the line. 

Fire Lanes — All buildings shall be surrounded by fire lanes. A fire lane is an open space 
in which no vehicle may be parked and in which no building, structure, fence, stair, 
covered or uncovered porch, cornice, eaves or other building projection may be erected 
without written permission from the Chief of the Billerica Fire Department except that 
buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways, if provision is made for 
access by fire apparatus to all outside walls. The space shall be vacant between a 
building and a line parallel to fifteen-(15) fee equidistant from a building.

Any person or owner of land found to be in violation of this by-law shall pay a fine of not 
less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars per violation. Each day that such violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

This by-law may be enforced by a non-criminal disposition. The Billerica Police 
Department or any other law enforcement agency shall be the enforcing agents for the 
Town; Or act in relation thereto.

The Board of Selectmen may impose 
reasonable resale or other restrictions on any sale under this subsection; Or act in 
relation thereto.

(3) years, terms staggered in such a manner as the Board of Selectmen shall determine. 


4. DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 

A. The Committee will act as the Town’s initial contact with developers of proposed 
affordable housing residential housing developments which are site-specific and 
for which the developer has indicated an intention to request relief from Town 
By-laws or regulations in return for said provision of affordable housing. In this 
context, the Committee shall serve as a preliminary negotiating agency on behalf 
of the Town. 

B. The Committee may aiso recommend and/or initiate action intended to create 
and/or plan for affordable and other residential housing units. In this context the 
Committee will work to create and/or recommend specific actions which are 
consistent with the Billerica Affordable Housing policy. 

Ce The Committee will also perform such other duties as are necessary to achieve its 
function or as may be prescribed under law. 


oe RULES AND REGULATIONS 
The Committee may adopt such rules and regulations as are necessary to carry out its 
functions, duties and responsibilities. The committee may adopt, pending the approval of 
the Board of Selectmen, such rules and regulations as are necessary to carry out its 
function, duties and responsibilities.

7) the device permits a player to pay for more than one game at a time, 8) each game on the 
device does not cost exactly the same amount for each player, and a player may change any 
aspect of the game by paying a different amount than any other player before or during the game, 
and 9) there is a metering device that accounts for both money/points in the money/points out. 


All licenses for automatic amusement devices granted by the Board of Selectmen shall be subject 
to inspection by the Billerica Police Department to insure conformance with submitted 
application information and local by-law requirements. Any unlicensed automatic amusement 
device shall be subject to immediate seizure by the Billerica Police Department. 


Any person found in violation of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of $200, for each 
offense.

Site Plan Approval 
Requirements for Site Plan — No Townhouse shall be constructed or externally enlarged, 


except in conformity with a site plan bearing an endorsement of approval by the Board of 
Appeal. Said site plan shall show, among other things, all existing and proposed 
building, all existing structures, parking spaces, driveway openings, driveways, service 
areas, and other open uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and other waste disposal and 
for surface water, drainage, and all landscaping features such as walks, fences, walls, 
planting areas and greenbelts on the lot. 

Approval Procedure — Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this section shall 
submit the required number of copies of the plan prepared by a registered land surveyor 
or professional engineer in collaboration with a registered landscape architect, with a 
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properly executed application for approval thereof, directly to the Town Clerk who shall 
forthwith transmit it to the Board of Appeal. The Board shall then forthwith transmit one 
(1) copy of each plan to the Planning Board and to the Board of Health, which said 
boards, may, at their discretion, investigate the case and report in writing their 
recommendations to the Board of Appeal. The Board of Appeal shall not take final 
action on such plan until it has received a report thereon from the Planning Board and 
Board of Health or until said Planning Board and Board of Health have allowed thirty- 
five (35) days to elapse after receipt of such plan without submission of a report thereon. 
General Conditions for Approval — In considering a site plan under this Section, the 
Board of Appeal shall assure, to a degree consistent with a reasonable use of the site for 
the purposes permitted or permissible by regulation of the district in which located, that 
the site plan provides for the convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian 
movement within the site, and in relation to adjacent streets, property or improvement. In 
addition, no buildings or access facilities shall be placed on any portion of the land 
determined by the Board of Health to be unsuitable for such construction. 

Authority of the Board — The Board of Appeal shall have power to modify or amend its 
approval of a site plan on application of the owner, lessee or mortgagee of the premises, 
or upon its own motion if such power is reserved by the Board in its original approval. 
All of the provisions of this Section applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable 
to such modifications or amendment, including the requirements of notice and public 
hearing. The Board of Appeal may not vary the provisions of the By-laws. 


Area Requirements 
The Townhouse site shall have not less than 150 feet of frontage. The minimum site size 


for such development shall be 200,000 square foot. 


Site Coverage and Design Restrictions 
Buildings shall not cover more than thirty (30) percent of the site. At least forty (40) 


percent of the site shall be maintained as green space, as defined in Section 7.5 of the By- 
laws. 

There shall be a minimum distance of forty (40) feet between two (2) residential 
buildings or groups of townhouses on the same site. 

Townhouse rows shall consist of a minimum of three (3) units and a maximum of ten 
(10) units. Each townhouse dwelling unit shall be a minimum of eighteen (18) feet wide. 
No open parking or driveway shall be closer than fifteen (15) feet to a wall containing 
windows or habitable rooms. ; 
Townhouses may be maintained as rental units or may be sold as condominiums. 
Townhouse units may not be sold as row houses with their own individual sites. This 
shall not restrict the allocation of outdoor space adjacent to individual dwelling units for 
the exclusive use of the occupants of specific dwelling units. 


Minimum Yard Requirements — On each site there shall be provided a minimum setback 
of thirty-five (35) feet from the front property line. The side and rear setbacks shall be 
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fifty (50) feet, or twenty-five (25) feet which shall be retained in its natural wooded state 
or landscaped along the perimeter of the site, said twenty-five feet (25), nonetheless, may 
include easements (paved or otherwise) dedicated for public recreational purposes. In all 
cases, a landscape buffer strip shall be provided so as to protect adjoining properties from 
the effects of noise, lights, air or visual impact. Proponents must demonstrate to the 
satisfaction of the SPGA that these concerns have been adequately addressed. 


Height Restrictions — Townhouse buildings shall not exceed two and one-half (2 4) 
stories nor be more than thirty- five (35) feet in height, provided that no living quarters 
shall be located below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining the building, nor 
above the second story. 


Density — A minimum of seven thousand, five hundred (7,500) square feet of land shall 
be required for each dwelling unit. If consistent with Chapter 774, the maximum shall be 
six thousand, eight hundred (6,800). The area used in the calculations shall not include 
any bordering vegetative wetlands defined by M.G.L. 131, Section 40 and by 310 CMR 
10.00 nor any flood plain as defined by Section 5.6 of this by-law. 


Parking: There shall be a minimum of two (2)-parking spaces per dwelling unit. A 
minimum of 25% of the dwelling units shall have garages. The parking space within 
these garages shall count towards the two-(2) parking spaces per unit requirement. 
Driveways leading to garages shall be at least twenty-four (24) feet long. 


Infrastructure — All sites must be served by the Town water systems. All sites must be 
served by an existing Town sewer, or by an extension of an existing Town sewer line, in 
which case it must require prior approval of the Board of Selectmen. Installation of any 
new sewer line extension, if approved by the Sewer Commission, will be the financial 
responsibility of the developer, and will be installed in accordance with the specifications 
provided by the Sewerage Commission. Said extension will be so laid out that any 
residence it passes will be able to be served by the line. 


Fire Lanes — All building shall be surrounded by fire lanes. A fire lane is an open space 
in which no vehicle may be parked and in which no building, structure, fence, stair, 
covered or uncovered porch, cornice, eaves or other building projection may be erected 
without written permission from the Chief of the Billerica Fire Department expect that 
buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways, if provision is made for 
access by fire apparatus to all outside walls. The space shall be vacant between a 
building and a line parallel to and fifteen (15) feet equidistant from a building. 


Access Roads: All access roads shall be built in accordance with design specifications of 
the Department of Public Works of the Town of Billerica 
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x Overlay Application: This overlay district can be applied to Village Residence, 
Neighborhood Residence and Rural Residence Districts and to Neighborhood Business 
and General Business Districts; Or act in relation thereto.

The Committee shall consist of thirteen (13) Billerica residents, seven (7) of whom shall 
be appointed by the Town Manager as follows: (1) Real Estate Broker, (1) Developer, 
(1) Attorney, and (4) at large residents of Billerica, preferably from different sections of 
Town. The remaining six (6) members shall be appointed by the following: (2) by the 
Selectmen, (1) by the Housing Authority, (1) by the Finance Committee, (1) by the 
Planning Board, and (1) by the School Committee. The appointments shall be for three 
(3) years, terms staggered in such a manner as the Board of Selectmen shall determine. 


4. DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 

A. The Committee will act as the Town’s initial contact with developers of proposed 
affordable housing residential housing developments which are site-specific and for 
which the developer has indicated an intention to request relief from Town By-laws 
or regulations in return for said provision of affordable housing. In this context, the 
Committee shall serve as a preliminary negotiating agency on behalf of the Town. 

B. The Committee may also recommend and/or initiate action intended to create and/or 
plan for affordable and other residential housing units In this context the Committee 
will work to create and/or recommend specific actions which are consistent with the 
Billerica Affordable Housing policy. 

C. Committee will also perform such other duties as are necessary to achieve its 
function or as may be prescribed under law. 


oy RULES AND REGULATIONS 
The Committee may adopt such rules and regulations as are necessary to carry out its 
functions, duties and responsibilities. The committee may adopt, pending the approval of 
the Board of Selectmen, such rules and regulations as are necessary to carry out its 
function, duties and responsibilities.

The motion as presented CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 31 
It was moved and seconded to amend the General By-Laws by adding Section F. 1 to Article 23 
regarding Automatic Amusement Devices as follows: 


1. In accordance with MA. General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 177A, as amended from time to 
time, any individual or business desiring to keep and operate an automatic amusement device for 
hire, gain or regard shall secure an annual license from the Board of Selectmen. 


The Board of Selectmen shall not grant a license for any automatic amusement device, which 


presents a risk of misuse as a gaming device. Automatic amusement devices which represent a 
risk of misuse as gaming devices are those devices which have one or more of the following 
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features: 1) the device involves matching random numbers, patterns, or cards, 2) the device 
accumulates more than twenty-six (26) plays, 3) the device is equipped with a “knock off” 
switch, button or similar device, 4) the device has a mechanism for adjusting the odds, 5) the 
device has a remote control feature that can reset the device from another location, 6) the device 
is capable of returning money to the player, other than the change for the excess amount put in, 
7) the device permits a player to pay for more than one game at a time, 8) each game on the 
device does not cost exactly the same amount for each player, and a player may change any 
aspect of the game by paying a different amount than any other player before or during the game, 
and 9) there is a metering device that accounts for both money/points in and money/points out. 


All licenses for automatic amusement devices granted by the Board of Selectmen shall be subject 
to inspection by the Billerica Police Department to insure conformance with submitted 
application information and local by-law requirements. Any unlicensed automatic amusement 


device shall be subject to immediate seizure by the Billerica Police Department. 


Any person found in violation of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of $200, for each 
offense. 


If any sentence, clause or phase of this by-law is, for any reason, held to be invalid or 
unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portion. 


The Finance Committee concurred. The Rules Committee concurred. The Selectmen concurred. 
Police Chief Matthews spoke in favor of this article. 
Slight discussion ensued. 


Rep. McLaughlin moved the question. Seconded. With one hundred forty-one (141) in favor 
and ten (10) opposed, debate was cut off. 


The motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With one hundred seven (107) in favor and 
fifty-two (52) opposed, the motion CARRIED. 


Rep. Dampolo moved to reconsider Article 31. Seconded. With twenty-five (25) voting in favor 
and one hundred fifteen (115) opposed, reconsideration LOST. 


ARTICLE 32 

It was moved and seconded to authorize the Board of Selectmen/Town Manager to enter into an 
inter-municipal memorandum of agreement/understanding with other towns in order to 
participate in the Merrimack Valley Household Hazardous Waste Facility by Billerica residents 
at a centrally located waste disposal facility; 


The Finance Committee concurred. 
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Peter Kennedy, Town Planner, explained the article. One anticipated benefit is an on-going 
hazardous waste collection, not just once a year as is currently the policy. 


Moderate discussion ensued. Some Representatives indicated that this agreement should come 
back to Town Meeting for a vote on funding. 


Rep. Mollison moved to amend the article by deleting the word “enter” and substituting the 
words “investigate entering’. Seconded. 


Rep. Dresser moved the question on the amendment. Seconded. With one hundred fifty-three 
(153) in favor and seven (7) opposed, debate was cut off. 


The amendment LOST. 


Rep. McKenna moved to cut off debate on the main motion. Seconded. The motion CARRIED 
unanimously. 


The main motion as presented CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 33 
It was moved and seconded to amend the Town of Billerica’s General By-Law by adding the 
following to become Article XIII, Recycling Section I; 


Mandatory Paper Recycling 
Each residential household situated within the Town of Billerica shall be required to actively 


participate in a Mandatory Paper Recycling Program. Paper to be recycled include 
newspaper/inserts, junk mail, magazines, catalogs, phone books, office paper, chip board such as 
cereal, cracker and beer and soda boxes, shoe boxes and corrugated cardboard. Provisions of this 
by-law shall be effective upon the Town implementing a weekly recycling program. 


The Finance Committee concurred. The Rules Committee concurred. 
Rep. Doyle and Dianne Bone came forward to discuss this article. Currently the Town pays 
$43.50/ton tipping fee at the incinerator for trash. This will be going to $65/ton shortly. Every 


ton of recyclable pulled from the trash will mean a dollar saving in the next contract. 


Several Representatives expressed opposition to the word “mandatory”. Rep. Martin questioned 
the method to be used to notify everyone. 


Rep. McKenna moved the question. Seconded. With one hundred twenty-six (126) in favor and 
nineteen (19) opposed, debate was cut off. 
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The main motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With eighty-five (85) in favor and fifty- 
eight (58) opposed, the motion CARRIED. 


Rep. Dampolo moved to reconsider Article 33. Seconded. With nineteen (19) in favor and 
eighty-three (83) opposed, reconsideration LOST. 


Rep. Moreira moved to adjourn until Tuesday, May 9'". Seconded. So VOTED. The second 
session of the Annual Spring Town Meeting stood adjourned at 10:10 p.m.

ARTICLE 26 
It was moved and seconded to amend the General By-Laws by adding to Article VI as Section 
12, the following new By-Law: 


Section 12. Recreational Vehicles 


A This by-law is enacted for the purpose of placing restrictions on the operation of certain 
recreational vehicles, including so-called “dirt bikes” within the Town of Billerica 
(“Town’). 

B. The Town is acting pursuant to home rule authority vested in the Town by the 


Massachusetts Constitution and the Ma. General Laws (M.G.L.) to address a concern 
regarding the public safety of the residents of Billerica. 

C, The use of two, three or four wheel recreational motor vehicles, as partly defined in 
M.G.L. c90B, Section 20, more commonly known as “dirt bikes” or “ATV’s” is hereby 
prohibited on any land in the Town except that land for which an operator of said 
vehicle(s) has on his/her possession written permission from the owner or lessee of said 


land. 

ee No such permitted use of private property by an operator of a vehicle shall occur between 
nine o’clock post meridian (9:00 p.m.) and ten o’clock ante meridian (10:00 a.m.) 

Ee Any person or owner of land found to be in violation of this by-law shall pay a fine of not 


less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars per violation. Each day that such violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


F. This by-law may be enforced by a non-criminal disposition. The Billerica Police 
Department or any other law enforcement agency shall be the enforcing agents for the 
Town. 


The Finance Committee recommended this Article 11 —0. Rules Committee recommended. The 
Selectmen recommended passage 4-1. 


Selectman Correnti introduced the Article. 

Kamlakar Ajgaonkar, a proponent explained the Article. He stated that the dirt bikes and ATV 
race through neighborhoods at all hours, they travel at high speeds, they are noisy and are a 
safety hazard to young children. 

Several Representatives spoke against the Article stating that there are laws on the books now to 
address some of these concerns and questioning the need for additional laws. A few riders are 
causing the problems and it is not fair to penalize everyone for the actions of a few. 


Discussion ensued at length both for and against passage of this article. 


Rep. McLaughlin questioned if this would apply to jet skis being used on the Concord River and 
was told it would not. 
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Rep. McKenna moved the question. Seconded. With one hundred seventy-eight (178) voting in 
favor and six (6) opposed, debate was cut off. 


The motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With one hundred twenty-two (122) in favor 
and sixty-three (63) opposed, the motion as presented CARRIED.

de The requested use is desirable to the public convenience or welfare. 

2: The requested use will not create or add to the undue traffic congestion, or 
unduly impair pedestrian safety.

system or any other mmunicipal system to such an extent that the 
requested use or any developed use in the immediate area or in any other 
area of the Town will be unduly subjected to hazards affecting health, 
safety or the general welfare. 


= The requested use will not impair the integrity or character of the district 
or adjoining districts, nor be detrimental to the public health, convenience 
or welfare. 

a} The requested use will not, by its addition to a neighborhood, cause an 


excess of that particular use that could be detrimental to the character of 
said neighborhood in which it is proposed to be constructed. 

6 The design and architectural treatment of the use is not incongruous or 
inappropriate to the character of the neighborhood in which it is proposed 
to be constructed 
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Swimming pools or any structure other than a dwelling, garages or a community building and all 
accessory structures shall comply with the green strip and setback and parking and shall require a 
Special Permit from the SPGA. 


Garages and a community building for meetings and social activities of the residents shall also 
be allowed but shall not exceed 2,000 square feet of floor area, and shall adhere to all green strip 
and setback requirements.

Requirements for Site Plan — No Townhouse shall be constructed or externally 
enlarged, except in conformity with a site plan bearing an endorsement of 
approval by the Board of Appeal. Said site plan shall show, among other things, 
all existing and proposed building, all existing structures, parking spaces, 
driveway openings, driveways, service areas, and other open uses, all facilities for 
sewerage, refuse and other waste disposal and for surface water, drainage, and all 
landscaping features such as walks, fences, walls, planting areas and greenbelts on 
the lot. 

Approval Procedure — Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this 
section shall submit the required number of copies of the plan prepared by a 
registered land surveyor or professional engineer in collaboration with a 
registered landscape architect, with a properly executed application for approval 
thereof, directly to the Town Clerk who shall forthwith transmit it to the Board of 
Appeal. The Board shall then forthwith transmit one (1) copy of each plan to the 
Planning Board and to the Board of Health, which said boards, may, at their 
discretion, investigate the case and report in writing their recommendations to the 
Board of Appeal. The Board of Appeal shall not take final action on such plan 
until it has received a report thereon from the Planning Board and Board of Health 
or until said Planning Board and Board of Health have allowed thirty-five (35) 
days to elapse after receipt of such plan without submission of a report thereon. 
General Conditions for Approval — In considering a site plan under this Section, 
the Board of Appeal shall assure, to a degree consistent with a reasonable use of 
the site for the purposes permitted or permissible by regulation of the district in 
which located, that the site plan provides for the convenience and safety of 
vehicular and pedestrian movement within the site, and in relation to adjacent 
streets, property or improvement. In addition, no buildings or access facilities 
shall be placed on any portion of the land determined by the Board of Health to be 
unsuitable for such construction. 

Authority of the Board — The Board of Appeal shall have power to modify or 
amend its approval of a site plan on application of the owner, lessee or 
mortgagee of the premises, or upon its own motion if such power is reserved 
by the Board in its original approval.

Minimum Yard Requirements — On each site there shall be provided a minimum setback 
of thirty-five (35) feet from the front property line. The side and rear setbacks shall be 
fifty (50) feet, or twenty-five (25) feet which shall be retained in its natural wooded state 
or landscaped along the perimeter of the site, said twenty-five feet (25), nonetheless, may 
include easements (paved or otherwise) dedicated for public recreational purposes. In all 
cases, a landscape buffer strip shall be provided so as to protect adjoining properties from 
the effects of noise, lights, air or visual impact. Proponents must demonstrate to the 
satisfaction of the SPGA that these concerns have been adequately addressed. 


Height Restrictions — Townhouse buildings shall not exceed two and one-half (2 2) 
stories nor be more than thirty- five (35) feet in height, provided that no living quarters 
shall be located below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining the building, nor 
above the second story. 


Density — A minimum of seven thousand, five hundred (7,500) square feet of land shall 
be required for each dwelling unit. If consistent with Chapter 774, the minimum shall be 
six thousand, eight hundred (6,800). The area used in the calculations shall not include 
any bordering vegetative wetlands defined by M.G.L. C. 131, Section 40 and by 310

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a Parking: There shall be a minimum of two (2)-parking spaces per dwelling unit. A 
minimum of 25% of the dwelling units shall have garages.

A fire lane is an open space 
in which no vehicle may be parked and in which no building, structure, fence, stair, 
covered or uncovered porch, cornice, eaves or other building projection may be erected 
without written permission from the Chief of the Billerica Fire Department except that 
buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways, if provision is made for 
access by fire apparatus to all outside walls.

On a positive 
motion to recommend, the Board voted five (5) in favor, zero (0) opposed and two (2) absent to 
recommend this article. Allowing townhouses provides flexibility but does not sacrifice control 
over development. A developer would need both Town Meeting and Board of Appeal approval 
before being permitted to proceed. 


Attorney Stephen Lentine spoke in favor of the Article. He explained the safeguards, which 


have been built into the by-law to assure that Town Meeting would have a say over what 
properties would be included in this zone. 
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Several residents spoke in favor of this article. Billerica needs townhouses. Presently, too many 
long-time residents who are no longer able to maintain their houses must leave Billerica to find 
suitable housing 


Resident Stephen Wetzel spoke on the article. He suggested that side set backs of 85 feet, that 
frontage requirement and characteristics of the underlying zoning be retained and that 10% of the 
units be set aside for affordable housing be incorporated into the by-law.. 


Rep. McLaughlin moved the question. Seconded. With one hundred seventy (170) voting in 
favor and sixteen (16) opposed, debate was cut off. 


The motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With one hundred sixty-eight (168) in favor 
and twenty-one (21) opposed, the motion CARRIED. 


Rep. Dampolo moved for reconsideration. Seconded. Reconsideration LOST. 


ARTICLE 38 

It was moved and seconded to amend the Zoning By-Laws and Zoning Map by zoning to a 
Townhouse Overlay District the whole or any part of land owned by Content Homes, Inc. on 
River Street, Assessor’s Map 50, Parcels 29, 63 and 74 & the abandoned rail R.O.W. in said 
Town, bounded and described as follows: 


The land in Billerica, Middlesex County, Massachusetts, as shown on a plan entitled: “Rezoning 
Plan in Billerica, Ma. prepared for Dan Kindred, Raymond Engineering 
Service dated March 10, 2000; bounded and described according to said plan as follows: 
Beginning at the southeasterly corner of the property along River Street and running:

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Planning Board Chairman Norman gave the report of the public hearing held on April 24, 2000. 
Due notice was given in the Billerica Minuteman on April 6 and April 13, 2000. On a positive 
motion to recommend, the Board voted five (5) in favor, zero (0) opposed and two (2) absent to 
recommend this article. This site is appropriate for townhouse development as it is convenient to 
town services and retail stores. Furthermore, there is neither wetlands nor floodplain on the site. 


Attorney Stephen Lentine spoke on the article. 
Several Representatives spoke in favor of this zoning change. 


Rep. Dampolo moved the question. Seconded. The motion to end debate CARRIED 
unanimously. 


The motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With one hundred seventy-eight (178) in favor 
and zero (0) opposed, the motion CARRIED unanimously. 


Rep. Morris moved to reconsider Article 38. Seconded. The motion LOST unanimously. 


ARTICLE 20 

It was moved and seconded to vote pursuant to the authority under M.G.L. Chapter 44, 

Section 53 % to continue a Revolving Fund for the purpose of receiving all revenues from 
Medicaid and all revenues received from health insurance companies for special needs children 
and the BEAM Program, and making disbursements in connection with the authorized duties of 
the School Department. The School Superintendent or his designee is authorized to expend from 


this fund, but no more than $400,000 without further appropriation for special needs education 
and BEAM;

The Finance Committee concurred. 
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There being no discussion, the motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 37 

The following substitute motion was moved and seconded: to modify and/or change Section V 
of the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Billerica to allow limited retail sales and/or automotive 
repair work by Special Permit in the Industry A & B Districts as follows: 


By adding to Section 5.7.4 — Accessory Uses, after paragraph P: 
Q. In Industrial Districts, retail and automotive services which are accessory to the 
principal permitted use in the same building and which comprise no more than ten per 
cent (10%) of the total floor area of the principle use or 1,000 square feet, whichever is 
lesser, may be authorized by the SPGA by special permit. In multi-tenanted structures, 
the provisions of this section will individually apply to each tenant or use and not to the 
aggregate total of the structure. 


The Finance Committee concurred. 


Planning Board Chairman Norman gave the report of the public hearing held on April 24, 2000. 
Due notice was given in the Billerica Minuteman on April 6 and April 13, 2000. On a positive 
motion to recommend, the Board voted five (5) in favor, zero (0) opposed and two (2) absent to 
recommend this article. 


Glen Morris, spokesman for the petitioners, explained the article. 


The motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With one hundred twenty-one (121) voting in 
favor and zero (0) opposed, the motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 35 
It was moved and seconded to amend Section 9, subsection 9.4 of the Zoning By-Law by adding 
the following Section I: 


1. Any parcel purchased under the provisions of Article II, Section 5.3 of the General By- 
laws shall not be utilized to satisfy the lot area, coverage and frontage minimums called 
out elsewhere in this by-law. If the subject parcel is held in common ownership with any 
other abutting property it shall be treated as if it were under separate ownership for the 
purpose of meeting these dimensional requirements. 


The Finance Committee concurred. 
Planning Board Secretary Pasciuto gave the report of the public hearing held on April 24, 2000. 


Due notice was given in the Billerica Minuteman on April 6 and April 13, 2000. On a positive 
motion to recommend, the Board voted five (5) in favor, zero (0) opposed and two (2) absent to 
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recommend this article. This will help to guarantee that if a parcel is purchased under the special 
option provision of the tax possession by-law, it will not be utilized for construction of a house. 


There being no discussion, a rising vote was taken. With one hundred thirty-seven (137) voting 
in favor and zero (0) opposed, the motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 56 

It was moved and seconded to amend the Zoning By-Law by changing the final sentence of 

Section 17.2.B to read: 
‘““A special permit shall lapse two years from the granting thereof such shorter time as 
specified in said permit if a substantial use thereof has not sooner commenced except for 
good cause or, in the case of a permit for construction, if construction has not begun by 
such date except for good cause, but such period shall be extended by the time required to 
pursue or await determination of an appeal pursuant to the provisions of MGLC 404, 
Section 17”. 


The Finance Committee concurred. 

Planning Board Secretary Pasciuto gave the report of the public hearing held on Apnil 24, 2000. 
Due notice was given in the Billerica Minuteman on April 6 and April 13, 2000. On a positive 
motion to recommend, the Board voted five (5) in favor, zero (0) opposed and two (2) absent to 
recommend this article. This phrase added to the end of the existing by-law will clarify which 


appeals effect extensions of a special permit and will bring our by-law in line with the state law. 


Rep. McDowell moved to amend the article by changing the word “‘an” to “any” in the sixth line 
and deleting the words “pursuant to the provisions of MGLC 40A, Section 17”. Seconded. 


Responding to a question, Town Counsel Brackett advised against these changes. 


Rep. Moreira moved the question on the amendment. Seconded. The motion to end debate 
CARRIED unanimously. 


The amendment was put to a vote. The amendment LOST. 
Moderate discussion continued. 
Rep. Moreira moved the question. Seconded. Debate was unanimously cut off. 


The motion as presented was put to a rising vote. With one hundred twenty-five (125) in favor 
and eight (8) opposed, the motion CARRIED. 


Deputy Moderator Moreira moved to ratify and affirm all action taken by the Annual Spring 
Town Meeting of 2000. Seconded. The motion CARRIED unanimously. 
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Deputy Moderator Moreira moved that the Annual Spring Town Meeting of 2000 stand 
dissolved. Seconded. Voted unanimously. The third and final session of the Spring Town 
Meeting was dissolved at 9:54 p.m.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND TOWN MANAGER 


Board of Selectmen and Town Manager 


It is with great pleasure that the Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager submit their Annual 
Report for fiscal year 2000. During fiscal year 2000 the Town continued to build upon the work 
started in the previous year and implemented new initiatives. 


Town Finances 


In fiscal year 2000 the Town had an increase in revenues totaling $4.44 million. The increase 
was due to an increase in State Aid of $1.3 million, local revenue of $1.25 million and property 
tax levy of $1.89 million. In addition the Town had certified Free Cash totaling $3.9 million. 
The revenue increases combined with the Free Cash were indicators of the Town’s strong 
financial stability. The Town’s annual operating budget totaled $78.4 million a $3 million 
increase over the previous fiscal year. The budget allowed for the continuation of Town 
Services. 


The Towns Capital Budget totaled $2.25 million. The Capital Budget incorporated the 
continuation of upgrading and replacing department equipment and improving recreation 
complexes. The Town also funded the Roadway Management Program, Sidewalk Program and 
began design of the River Pines Sewer Project. Finally, funds were appropriated to undertake a 
Drainage Master Plan to assist in developing a strategy to improve the Town’s drainage system 


Infrastructure Improvements 

The Town’s sewer expansion continued with Contracts 30 (Tower Farm area and Victory Park 
being bid and awarded) and 31 (The Pines and Content Brook desing being completed). 
Contract 32 (River Pines Phase I) was being designed and should be completed in fiscal year 


2001 and construction to begin in the fall of 2002. 


During fiscal year 2000 the Town paved approximately 18 miles of roadway using Town funds 
and Chapter 90 State Funds. 
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Economic Development 


The Town was fortunate to encourage and convince two major companies to invest in Billerica 
through Tax Increment Financing Agreements (TIF’s). The Town secured Nortel Networks and 
Jabil Circuit as companies locating in Billerica and creating jobs for the area. As a further sign 
of investment in the community, Nortel will contribute $75,000, per year for ten years to the 
Community Fund and Jabil will contribute $40,000, per year for ten years. These funds will be 
used to help local organizations or Town Departments with unique projects not normally funded 
in the Town’s operating or Capital Budgets. The Town will continue its existing approach and 
polices toward economic development. 


In 2000, James O’Donnell was re-elected to the Board for his third term. The Board reorganized 
electing Peter M. Coppinger, Chairman, Michael S. Rosa, Vice Chairman and Robert M. 
Correnti Secretary. The Board and the Manager would like to thank all Department Heads and 
employees for their continue service and dedication to the residents of the Town. Also the 
Board and Town Manager wold like to thank the many volunteers, appointed and elected public 
officials, who helped make fiscal year 2000 successful.

The Zoning Board of Appeal hereby submits its 2000 Annual Report to the town. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal is a Quasi-Judicial Board, which operates under the mandates of 
Massachusetts General Laws Annotated Chapter 40A and the Billerica Zoning By-Laws. The 
board consists of five members and two alternate members appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


The Board of Appeal scheduled 231 hearings in 2000 to handle the numerous petitions filed with 


the Town Clerk. Petitions heard by the board are open to the public, as established under 
Chapter 40A, 40B and 808 of Massachusetts General Laws. Major development, home 
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reconstruction and several restaurants were included in the many petitions approved by the 
board. 


Under Chapter 40A to be granted a Special Permit or a Variance the petitioner has to receive 
four affirmative votes from a five-member board. Two negative votes will deny the petitioner a 
Special Permit or a Variance for two years. 


To be granted a Special Permit the petitioner must show how the public convenience and welfare 
will be substantially served and how it will not impair the status of the neighborhood, that the 
permission requested will be in harmony with the general purposes and intent of the regulations 
in the Zoning By-Laws. 


To be granted a Variance, the petitioner must show the board that owing to circumstances 
relating to the soil conditions, shape, or topography of such land or structures and especially 
affecting such land or structures, but not effecting generally the zoning district in which it is 
located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the ordinance or by-law would involve a 
substantial hardship, financial or otherwise to the petitioner or appellant. Also, the petitioner 
must show the board that by granting the petition, it would not be a substantial detriment to the 
public good and without nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent and purpose of 
such ordinance or Zoning By-Law. 


Special Permits and Variances must be heard by the Board of Appeal within 65 days. A Special 
Permit must be voted on within 90 days from the hearing date. A Variance must be voted on 
within 100 days from the date the petition was filed at the Town Clerk's Office. Failure of the 
board to vote on a Special Permit or Variance within the legal time frame results in an automatic 
granting of the petitioner's request. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal follows Chapter 40B of Massachusetts General Laws when 
conducting public hearings for Comprehensive Permits. Hearings must be scheduled within 30 
days from the date the petition is filed with the Town Clerk. The board has 40 days after the 
termination of the hearing to render their decision. Approval for a Comprehensive Permit 
requires a majority vote of the Board. 


Even though many of the cases are similar, each case is voted on its own individual merits. 
There are many issues to be considered before voting. Each decision is made in the best interest 
of the Town of Billerica and its residents. 


The Board of Appeal would like to thank our clerk, Jane M. Nolan, for her continuous dedication 
and professionalism to the board and excellent service to the general public. Also, appreciation 
is given to our Town Counsel, Town Clerk's Office, Town Administrator's Office and other town 
departments for their cooperation and continued support in 2000.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors completed an interim year update of all property values for Fiscal Year 
2001. Residential values were increased an average of 6-10% for Fiscal Year 2001 while 
commercial/industrial values were increased 8-10%. The increases were mostly due to an 
appreciating real estate market in both classes of property during 1999 and early 2000. The Tax 
Classification Hearing to set the Fiscal Year 2001 tax rate was held on December 4, 2000. The 
Bureau of Local Assessment and the Bureau of Accounts of the state Department of Revenue 
issued tax certification for the Town of Billerica on December 14, 2000. The third quarter actual 
tax bills for Fiscal Year 2001 were mailed timely on December 29, 2000. 


The total assessed value for the Town of Billerica for Fiscal Year 2001 is $3,139,160,248. The 
total amount to be raised locally by the community from property taxes (the property tax levy) is 
$55,601,276. The Fiscal Year 2001 tax rates are $13.36 residential and $28.34 
commercial/industrial/personal property (CIP).

AMBULANCE 


THE TOWN OF BILLERICA EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICS (EMS ) PROVIDES 
24 HR7 DAY SERVICE.. 


The Town of Billerica Emergency Medical Services (EMS) has seven (7) full-time Paramedics, 
one (1) Paramedic Supervisor and two (2) per diem Paramedics who provide the town with 
twenty-four hour, seven day a week Advanced Life Support, paramedic ambulance coverage. 


The E.M.S. currently has two ambulances. Only one is staffed. A 1999 Horton Type 3 which is 
approximately twelve months old, with 16,000 miles on it. During the year, it had major 
bodywork done after being involved in a motor vehicle accident. The other party involved 
incurred all costs. The second ambulance is a 1996 Horton Type 3 with 87,000 miles on it. 
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E.M.S. personnel are maintaining the First Responder System with the Police and Fire 
Departments. During this year, E.M.S. paramedics trained all the officers from the police 
department in the use of automatic defibrillators. All line cruisers are now equipped with 
defibrillators. 


Chapter 111C Emergency Medical Care. Rules & Regulations are being established by DPH. 
AKA EMS 2000: New legislation passed by the state this year is reforming emergency medical 
service statewide. After the regulations are finalized, the Town of Billerica may be responsible 
for all medical emergencies that occur in town. (i.e. nursing homes, clinics, MD’s offices, etc.) 
significantly increasing the number of medical calls and transports. This would overload the 
current system without expanding it. During the year there was a 40% increase in patient assists. 
This is mainly due to the opening of the Billerica Crossings transitional facility in April 2000.

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CENTRAL MASSACHUSETTS MOSQUITO CONTROL 


The Central Massachusetts Mosquito Control Project (CMMCP) currently provides its services to 
29 cities and towns throughout Middlesex and Worcester Counties. 


The project's headquarters is located at 111 Otis St., Northboro, MA. Tours of the headquarters or 
visits to field work sites may be arranged by calling the office in advance. 


The CMMCP practices Integrated Mosquito Management (IMM), blending state of the art methods 
and techniques with expertise, experience, and scientific research to provide our member 
communities with modern, environmentally sound, cost-effective mosquito control. 


The Mosquito Awareness program, which we offer to elementary schools in our district, has 
become very popular. Project staff meet with students and teachers to discuss mosquito biology, 
mosquito habitat, and control procedures. Much of the presentation is directed towards what the 
children and their families can do to prevent mosquitoes from breeding around their homes. Live 
samples of mosquito larvae are included with the presentation, and are left in the classrooms so that 
students can watch them develop. Slides, videos, handouts, and coloring books help to make this an 
interesting program. 


As part of our effort to reduce the need for pesticides we continue to expand our water management 
program. By cleaning clogged and overgrown waterways, mosquito breeding can be reduced, 
wetlands are restored, and water quality is improved. 


BTi mosquito larvacide is used to treat areas where mosquito larvae are found. We routinely check 
known-breeding sites, but also encourage the public to notify us of any areas they suspect could 
breed mosquitoes. Our fields crews will investigate all such sites and treat if needed. 


Our goal is to handle all mosquito problems with water management or larviciding but we recognize 
that there are times when adult mosquito spraying is the only viable solution. In such cases 
residential and recreational areas are treated with either hand-held or pick-up truck mounted 
sprayers. 


The project's surveillance program monitors adult mosquito and larval population density and is the 
backbone for prescribing various control techniques. Rain gauges are set out and data collected by 
our surveillance crews in an effort to predict when mosquito breeding will occur. 

The project's video "Working for You" is available to anyone interested in learning about mosquito 


control and the services provided by the Central Massachusetts Mosquito Control Project.

During FY 2000, two Town Meetings were held. The Annual Fall Town Meeting convened on 
October 5, 1999 and lasted two sessions. The Annual Spring Town Meeting convened on May 
2, 2000 and consisted of three sessions. The records of these meeting are part of the permanent 
records of the Town and certified copies of these meetings may be obtained from the Town 
Clerk’s Office. 


The Town Clerk’s Personnel performed all the duties mandated by State and Federal Law, the 
Town of Billerica By-Laws and Charter as well as those serviced the Public has come to expect 
as a matter of right. 


Town Clerk Shirley Schult was appointed the Census Liaison for the 2000 Federal Census. 
Many hours were spent updating maps, checking old addresses and entering new construction 
addresses to make sure that Billerica gets a true census count thus ensuring that Billerica gets its 
fair share of Federal and State monies. 


Two elections were held in FY 2000: the Presidential Primary on March 7, 2000 and the Town 
Election on April 1, 2000. Absentee ballots were mailed to all eligible voters who requested it. 
As allowed by law, absentee voting was also done in the Town Clerk’s Office. Campaign 
Finance Forms were issued to all candidates for the major Town Offices as required by law and 
the returned forms monitored for compliance. 


Raffle and bazaar permits, gasoline storage registration licenses and renewals, business 
certificates,. uniform commercial code filings and Sunday entertainment licenses were issued and 
filed as mandated by M.G.L. Board of Appeals applications and decisions were received and 
filed and decisions certified as per M.G.L. Chapter 40A. 


A total of 2251 dogs were licensed in FY 2000. All dogs three months of age and older are 
required by law to be licensed as of January 1 each year. Dogs not licensed by March 10" are 
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subject to a $10.00 late fine. Since January 1, 1998, all dog licensing has been done in house and 
the revenue generated by these licenses has stayed in the Town.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission consists of seven members appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
for terms of three years each. They maintain an office in the Town Hall and currently have a 
staff of three people (Martin W. Houlné, Director, Jason Lefsyk, Conservation/Land Use 
Assistant and Patricia Simpson, Secretary). 


The Commission and its staff had a very busy year in Fiscal Year 1999-2000 administering and 
enforcing the State Wetlands Protection Act (Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 
40) and its applicable Regulations (310 CMR 10.00) at the local level. 


During the year, 41 Wetlands Hearings, 29 Wetland Hearing Continuances, 20 Requests for 
Determination of Applicability Hearings and 4 Determination Hearing Continuances were held 
along with 9 Modification Hearings, 1 Modification Continuance Hearing and 1 Permit 
Extension Hearing. 


Official documents issued by the Conservation Commission are as follows: 

42 Orders of Conditions, 3 Modified Orders, 1 Denial Order, 20 Determinations of Applicability, 
20 Certificates of Compliance, 1 Permit Extension and 4 Enforcement Orders (for violations of 
the Wetlands Protection Act). Also 1 Order of Conditions was appealed to the Northeast 
Regional Office of Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection as well as 2 
Determinations of Applicability. 


For the full year, there were 20 Regular Meetings held by the Commission. There were no 
Special Meetings or Emergency Meetings of the Conservation Commission. 


During the Fiscal Year, the Conservation Commission accepted the donation of 6 separate 
parcels of land as Conservation Land. The donated properties total approximately 35.37 acres. 


Of the 6 donated parcels, 2 have been officially acquired by the recording of land deeds and we 
are in the process of completing the acquisition of the other parcels at the present time. The 
Conservation Commission thanks all those who donated land for conservation purposes for their 
generosity. 


During this Fiscal Year, there was a change in the membership of the Commission. In June of 
2000, member Jonathan Lyna decided not to seek a second term with the Commission. On June 
19, 2000, the Selectman appointed Ilana Freedman to a 3-year term to fill the vacancy caused by 
Jonathan’s departure. Her term will expire on June 30, 2003. 


Also on June 19, 2000, JoAnne Giovino and James Miller were re-appointed to the Commission 
by the Board of Selectmen. Like Ilana, their current terms will expire on June 30, 2003. 
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In the Spring of 2000, the Commission went through the process of interviewing candidates to 
replace Jennifer Carlino as the Conservation Assistant. 


Of the 25 people who applied for the job, 6 were interviewed by members of the Conservation 
Commission and Director Martin Houlné. 


At their regular meeting on May 24, 2000, the Commission voted unanimously to recommend 
that the Town Manager hire Jason Lefsyk of Athol, Massachusetts as the Conservation/Land Use 
Assistant. Their decision was based on his positive presentation at his interview as well as his 
educational and job experience. 


On June 21, 2000, Jason was interviewed by the Town Manager and approximately one-week 
later, he was officially hired as the Conservation/Land Use Assistant. 


The Conservation Commission and staff look forward to Jason picking up where previous 
Assistant Jennifer Carlino left off when he begins on July 3, 2000. 


In Fiscal Year 1999-2000, many Commission Members spent a great deal of their free time 
participating in numerous other meetings held in the Town Hall as appointed members of various 
Town Subcommittees. Two such committees were the Open Space Committee (which met on a 
few occasions) and the Vietnam Veterans Park Committee. 


Members of the Commission also continued working with Peggy Hannon-Rizza, Assistant 
Director of the Recreation Department and Ellen Rawlings of the Board of Selectmen to identify 
public access points along the Concord River for use as canoe launching areas as well as for the 
promotion of passive recreation (fishing, birdwatching, etc.). We are now focusing on two or 
three sites and during the next Fiscal Year, we will work to upgrade these sites with amenities 
such as off street parking, picnic areas and possibly fishing docks. 


For the thirteenth straight year, the Nicola Micozzi Beach, located on Conservation Land at 
Nutting Lake, was once again operated during the 1999 Summer Season by the Town Recreation 
Department. The Conservation Commission would like to thank Joseph Higgins, Director of the 
Recreation Department, as well as his qualified staff, for the great job that they did in 
successfully overseeing the day to day operations at the Beach. With all those involved carrying 
out their duties in a professional manner, everyone that visited the Beach was provided with a 
safe and enjoyable experience. Efforts are already underway for the fourteenth year (2000) of 
the Beach and we look forward to many more pleasant summer seasons in the future. 


The Conservation Commission holds regular meetings on the second and fourth Wednesday of 
each month in the Town Hall starting at 7:30PM and all are welcome to attend.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health presents this as its annual report for Fiscal Year 2000. The Board consisted 
of Arnold Ventresca, Chairman, Bernard Hoar, Vice Chairman, Marie O'Rourke, Secretary, 
Sandra Burns, Robert Reader, and Susan Hayes, Recording Clerk. 


During fiscal year 2000, the office of the Health Department, Division of Administration and 
Division of Food Service Sanitation, was comprised of John Morris, Director, Joseph Reale, 
Health Agent and Bruce Richardson, Health Agent, Nancy Higgins, Principal Clerk and Kelly 
Jones, Junior Clerk. 


During Fiscal Year 2000, the Division of Food Service Sanitation was responsible for the 
inspections, plan reviews, food borne illness investigations, and necessary enforcement actions 
for nearly 200 food service permits issued by the Health Department. 

The Division conducted approximately 370 inspections of food service establishments in 
addition approximately 69 complaint investigations were related to food service establishments. 


The Division of Environmental/Community Health Sanitation is staffed by Mr. Richard Berube, 
Deputy Director and Ms. Barbara Cochran, Health Agent. This division processed 367 
complaints during the fiscal year 2000. Complaints range from failing septic systems, illegal 
dumping, odor problems, hazardous waste investigations, noise problems and many other types 
of problems which are deemed to cause public health nuisances. These inspectors are also 
responsible for emergency calls. Mr. Berube is responsible for testing, plan review, and 
permitting septic system repairs and upgrades and new construction in accordance with Title 5 of 
the State Environmental Regulations and Billerica Health Regulations. In Fiscal Year 2000, the 
department issued 112 septic system permits for repairs/upgrades and 26 new construction 
permits. In addition, the division conducts weekly inspections of public/semi-public swimming 
pools during the peak months of the year and monthly inspections of indoor pools. Also 
inspected are Suntanning Salons, Health Clubs, Massage Therapy Establishments, and Hotels 
and Motels. 
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The Division of Community Nursing is currently staffed by Cheryl Marland, R.N. The Division 
provides many clinics and community wellness programs, which is a major function of a local 
health department. 


During Fiscal Year 2000, the Public Health Nurse attended to 1974 residents during morning 
clinics, provided 2,061 elder citizens with health screenings, 103 Mantoux tests, continuation of 
a Hepatitis B program to 106 citizens, accommodated 2,240 Billerica residents during our 
Annual Flu Clinic and 89 residents during our Pneumonia Clinic. These are just a representative 
sample of the health programs provided. In addition to these duties, the Community Nursing 
Division handled all communicable disease reports and follow-up action. During Fiscal Year 
2000, the Board of Health provided skin cancer classes for 115 children attending day care 
schools in Billerica. The sunscreen and educational materials used for the skin cancer classes 
was made possible through a grant awarded to the Board of Health by the Massachusetts 
Association of Health Boards. The Board of Health is hoping to obtain matching grant funds for 
next fiscal year to keep the skin cancer program going. 


During Fiscal Year 2000, the Health Department staff reviewed and approved 827 Building 
Permits. Associated with these permits was all administrative functions and field inspections 
necessary to insure compliance. In addition, the department issued 11 Well Permits, 22 Septage 
Haulers Permits, 25 Disposal Works Installers Permits, 11 Title 5 Inspector Permits, 4 Funeral 
Directors Permits, 9 Suntanning Salon Permits and 2 Health Club Permits. Also, the department 
issued 1,624 White Good Disposal Permits. 


During Fiscal Year 2000, the Health Department also issued 9 Public/Semi-Public Swimming 
Pool Permits, 10 Asbestos Removal Permits, 10 Massage/Muscle Therapy Establishment Permits 
and 13 Massage/Muscle Therapist Permits. A total of 41 variances were granted by the Board of 
Health in Fiscal Year 2000, which were administered by the Health Department. 


The Division of Animal Control is staffed by Mr. Joseph Lamb who performs all barn and horse 
inspections prior to issuance of permits from the Director of Public Health. During Fiscal Year 
2000, 35 Horse and Barn Permits were issued. 


In addition to day to day operations, the Health Department reviews all Subdivision Plans, Site 
Plans, Variance Requests, Waiver Requests and all agenda items in preparation for the Board of 
Health meetings. It prepares recommendations for all matters before the Board and is 
responsible for all follow-up actions on behalf of the Board of Health. 


Finally, the Health Department held its Annual Health and Recreation Fair on Saturday, April 8, 
2000. The event attracted 4,000 residents who were provided valuable services, information and 
opportunities to achieve optimum wellness, all at no cost. The Health and Recreation Fair is 
organized by volunteers and provided at no cost to the residents.

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HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets the first Wednesday of each month and at other times 
as conditions warrant. The Commission members note with regret the disassembly and removal 
of the Abraham Jaquith House to New Hampshire. Generally believed to have been erected prior 
to 1723, this home was an outstanding example of salt-box construction and was considered by 
many to be historically, architecturally, and culturally significant. The property had been listed 
on the National Register of Historic Places. 


During the demolition delay period, the Commission members received conflicting opinions 
from town counsel relative to the Jaquith property. As a consequence, the Commission 
requested the town attorney to review the demolition delay by-law and to make 
recommendations for its improvement. This effort is ongoing. 


In an attempt to update its files the Massachusetts Historical Commission surveyed the Town 
Common and North Billerica Mills National Register Historic Districts. The Commission 
members are currently engaged in a review of the survey documents for accuracy. Once 
complete, corrections and additions will be forwarded to MHC. 


In April the Commission members indicated support for the granting of variances sought by the 
owners of the Stoker House. With the approval of the desired relief by the Board of Appeals, a 
foundation sponsored by Middlesex Community College may undertake control and restoration 
of the property. 


With funding secured from the town, the Circa Sign project has been continued. During this year 
another dozen homes on Billerica’s local inventory have been adorned with Circa Signs. 


Commission members note with enthusiasm the continued restoration of the Faulkner Mill in 
North Billerica, the ongoing efforts to secure funds to refurbish the Kohlrausch Playground and 
the Talbot Oval, and the progress made by the Middlesex Canal Commission in establishing a 
visitors’ center and museum.

3- Amendments to previously approved Applications were submitted, accepted and 
approved. 
1- Applications previously approved had expired, and property owners were notified and 


extensions were requested and approved by the Commission 


Violation Letters were sent to property owners for work already in progress or completed on 
their properties without prior submission of an Application to the Commission. 


The Commission reviewed and approved Applications for the restoration of the property on 2 
Andover Rd., restoration and repairs to 420 Boston Rd - Commercial Block in the Town Center, 
the development of the Korean War Memorial Park at 21 Andover Rd., plans to restore the 
Talbot Oval, and the widening of Concord Rd. for the section within the Center Historic District. 


Detailed minutes of the Billerica Historic Districts Commission’s meetings have been filed with 
the Board of Selectman and are available for review by the public at the Billerica Public Library. 


We wish to thank all the residents and businesses who have supported the efforts of the 
Commission and who have contributed in making a difference in the preservation of our past into 


the future of the Town of Billerica. 


We look forward to working together with the Board of Selectman and Town Administrator in 
the fiscal year2000 - 2001 to continue to preserve and protect the Historic character of Billerica.

The Chapter 689 Program is able to serve up to 8 
individuals at 16A River Street and 8 individuals at 609 Boston Road. The Section 8 Program 
serves 55 families in many of the surrounding communities and Billerica. 


The Housing Authority Board has been working on a supportive housing program for their 
elderly/disabled tenants which will provide meals, exercise, and a massage therapy program in 
conjunction with Elder Services.

LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority provides general public fixed route bus service and 
Paratransit transportation service for Billerica's disabled residents and senior citizens via the 
LRTA's Road Runner Dial-a-Ride service. 


The BI-Billerica Route bus service between Billerica and Lowell operates Monday through 
Saturday with the first bus leaving Billerica for Lowell at 7:05 a.m. and the last bus leaving 
Lowell for Billerica at 5:20 p.m. There are ten (10) round trips per weekday and five (5) round 
trips on Saturdays. 


The #19 Billerica/Lahey Clinic route connecting Lowell and Burlington, travels along routes 
129, 3A, Concord Road and the Middlesex Turnpike with in Billerica. The #19 Route operates 
Monday through Friday, with six (6) round trips per day, the first departing Lowell at 6:00 a.m. 
and last trip departing Lahey Clinic at 5:30 p.m. 


Fares are seventy (.70) cents within Billerica and one dollar (1.00) between Billerica and 
surrounding communities. Senior citizens and the disabled pay half fare. The LRTA 
"PASSPORT" is available to Billerica residents at a cost of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, which 
entitles the bearer to travel on all LRTA bus service routes and the MVRTA's Lowell to 
Lawrence route as well. The South Lowell bus route (#03) extension to the North Billerica train 
station continues to offer nineteen (19) trips daily to and from Lowell for a one-way fare of 
seventy (.70) cents. 


Billerica had an estimated 75,000 fixed route passenger trips in FISCAL YEAR 2000. This 
represents a significant increase in passenger trips over the previous year. This is partially 
attributed to the popularity of the new Route #19. 


The fixed route bus service is provided by LoLaw Transit Management, Inc. under contract to 
the LRTA. For full information regarding the regular bus route service, residents should 
call 452-6161. 


The Road Runner Dial-A-Ride bus service continues to accommodate many trip purposes 
including work, medical, shopping, recreational and social. The Road Runner service operates 
from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. on weekdays and from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. on Saturdays with a 
24-hour call-in-advance notice needed to arrange trips. Service is available to Billerica residents 
over 60 years of age and individuals of any age with a permanent or temporary disability. 


One-way fares cost fifty (.50) cents within Billerica and eighty (.80) cents to Chelmsford on 
Mondays; to Lowell on Tuesdays; and to Burlington on Fridays. Medical trips to Boston are 
available Tuesday through Friday. The one-way fare is two dollars and fifty (2.50) cents. 
Medical trips to Tewksbury are also available on Wednesdays. The one-way fare costs eighty 
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(.80) cents. Service is also provided to the Billerica Council on Aging's activities and to their 
daily lunch program. 


Ridership for the Road Runner service was approximately 14,000 in FISCAL YEAR 2000. The 
Road Runner service is operated by Omni Bus Co. under contract to the LRTA. All LRTA Road 
Runner vehicles are wheelchair lift-equipped and provide a curb to curb service. For service 
requests and further information the number to call is 459-0152. 


Commuter rail service between the North Billerica Station and Boston is operated by AMTRAK 
under contract to the MBTA. Twenty-one (21) round trips are provided on weekdays with eight 
(8) round trips on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. The one-way interzone fare between North 
Billerica and Lowell is one dollar and seventy-five ($1.75) cents. The round trip fare to Boston 
is eight dollars ($8.00). Over 450,000 passenger trips were served to and from the North Billerica 
commuter rail station in 2000. Billerica commuters to Lowell disembark at the Gallagher 
Intermodal Transportation Center and continue to avail themselves of the convenient LRTA 
shuttle every 15 minutes to Downtown Lowell with the opportunity for connection to all LRTA 
routes. The LRTA manages the North Billerica Commuter Rail Station under a cooperative 
agreement with the Town of Billerica and the MBTA. 


Bus connections to Manchester Airport as well as most cities in the United States can also be 
made at the Gallagher Intermodal Transportation Center as Peter Pan, Vermont Transit, 
Greyhound and Michaud Bus ("Foxwoods Casino Special") all make regular daily stops there. 
For further information regarding commuter rail and intercity bus service, residents may call 
459-7101 or 1-800-392-6100. For additional information regarding times and rates residents 
may call 1(800) 245-2525 or (603) 893-8254. 


The entire LRTA bus fleet is completely handicapped accessible with 40 wheelchair lift- 
equipped buses providing transit service to Billerica and the Greater Lowell Region. The LRTA 
was one of the first transit authorities in the nation that could make this claim. 


The LRTA also provides service to residents of Billerica and Greater Lowell by linking with the 
MBTA system at the Billerica/Burlington Town Line. The LRTA's Billerica (BI) bus route 
connects with the MBTA's bus routes numbers "350" and "352" in Burlington at the intersection 
of Cambridge and Chestnut Streets (Route 3A). Also, the LRTA=s #19 Billerica/Lahey Clinic 
route connects with the MBTA=s A351@ and A170" at the Sun Microsystems campus in 
Bedford, and the A350" route at the Burlington Mall. These links make possible many 
connections to Boston and the northwest metro region. In addition, Greater Boston residents 
now have a direct bus connection to points of interest in Billerica and Greater Lowell. For 
further information on this service and all other LRTA routes, residents may call 452-6161. 


Billerica's Representative to the Lowell Regional Transit Authority Advisory Board is Arthur 
Doyle. LRTA Administrator is Robert B. Kennedy. 
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BILLERICA MUSEUM COMMITTEE

the building. The money will be used for new heating, plumbing and electrical services. 


» At the Fall Town Meeting, the committee was expanded from 7 full voting members to 9. 
Nine additional alternate member positions were established. We are looking for volunteers 
to fill these positions. 


# The Howe Building will be listed on the National Register of Historic Places. It is one of the 
jewels of the town that must be protected and preserved.

MIDDLESEX CANAL COMMISSION 


The Middlesex Canal Commission, Billerica Section, met monthly with the exception of 
January. 


The Billerica Section is one of nine Town Sections that make up the Commission and the Canal 
flows through each of the nine towns. The entire Commission is under the capable leadership of 


Mr. Thomas Raphael of Winchester. 


Grants were received from the Billerica Plan, Greater Lowell Community Foundation and 
Welch’s. 
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One of our members writes, edits and published a newsletter, Canal Routes, several times a year. 
The newsletter is mailed to members and friends of the Canal. 


An exhibit booth was held at Yankee Doodle Homecoming Weekend 1999 consisting of 
pictures, maps, an award winning display entitled “The Rise and Fall of the Middlesex Canal’ by 
Christian Tirella (a student at Marshall Middle School at that time) and literature. Embossed 
pencils were given away and a model replica of a packet boat was displayed. It was suggested 
that folks visit the Faulkner Mills in North Billerica for guided tours being led and interpreted by 
former employees who actually worked at the Mill for many years. Representatives from the 
Billerica Section were on hand to answer questions regarding the planned Visitors’ Center and 
Museum. 


Through an arrangement with the Town, Mr. Ron Pare’ and his daughter, Christine, space was 
offered for a Visitors’ Center and a museum as well as a meeting room for other Billerica non- 
profit organizations. The space was to be made useful by the commission. Several members and 
friends rehabilitated the old mill rooms by putting up wall board, painting, sanding the floors, 
sealing the brick, installing electricity and lighting, etc. This entailed a few thousand hours of 
hard, hard work. Many friends and businesses donated surplus furniture and office supplies. 


“The Incredible Ditch” is a book written about the Canal by our late commission member, Rev. 
Dr. Carl Seaburg and his brother the Rev. Dr. Alan Seaburg. Mr. Tom Dahill created 
illustrations. The book is available at Billerica’s Town Library. The Rev. Dr. Alan Seaburg, 
along with Mr. Tom Dahill and Mr. Bruce McHenry (formerly of the National Park Service) and 
personal friends of the late Rev. Dr. Carl Seaburg, offered their help in designing the Museum 
and also to set up the first exhibit, the original drawings for “The Incredible Ditch” book. It is 
planned to have a “preview opening” for all donors to the Visitors’ Center and Museum in the 
fall. Also, a preview opening is scheduled for Yankee Doodle Homecoming Weekend 2000 so 
the townspeople can see the progress being made. 


Our thanks to all who have helped us in any way and to those who have an interest in the Canal 
or the Visitors’ Center and Museum, why not join us at our meetings. We meet at the Town Hall 
on the second Wednesday of each month at 7:00 p.m.

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NORTHERN MIDDLESEX COUNCIL OF GOVERNMENTS 


The Northern Middlesex Council of Governments is a multi-purpose planning district, a public 
body corporate, formed under State enabling legislation governed by a policy board of local 
elected officials. Each of the nine member municipalities including: Billerica, Chelmsford, 
Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford, is represented 
by a member of the Board of Selectmen or City Council, a member of the Planning Board and an 
alternate member appointed by each Board of Selectmen and in the case of Lowell, by the City 
Manager. 


The Council maintains a staff of professional planners and technicians to assist it in developing 
and implementing its policies. The Council meets monthly (usually the third Wednesday of each 
month) at 115 Thorndike Street, Lowell, and all meetings are open to the public. 


The Council acts seriously and deliberately to “make careful studies of the resources, problems, 
possibilities and needs of its district”...and to “... make recommendations for the physical, 
social, governmental or economic improvement of this district ....” 


Assessments upon the member communities are on an equal per capita basis and are used to 
provide the “local matching share” of various projects undertaken by the Council with State and 
Federal funds. 


These funds enable the Council to undertake far more staff work than would otherwise be 
possible at the present level of local assessment (about 23 cents per capita). The Council’s FY 
2001 budget includes $67,870 of local assessments which is approximately 13% of the total 
budget. Billerica’s share of the local commitment is $9,678.32. 


Each year the Council devotes a large portion of its efforts to transportation issues. In 
cooperation with the Federal Highway Administration and the Massachusetts Highway 
Department, the NMCOG continues to focus on transportation problems across the region. 
During the past year the NMCOG assisted the Middlesex Canal Commission in designing the 
Canal Park at the Concord River Mill Pond and in initiating Phase 2 of the restoration of the 
Canal. The staff continues to monitor and track the progress of the Route 3 widening project, 
The staff recently assisted the Town in evaluating cut-through traffic problems in the Billerica 
Center neighborhoods. 


The Council continues to assist the Town on work related to the proposed Yankee Doodle 
Bikeway extending from North Billerica to Bedford, eventually linking with the Minuteman 
Bike Path in Bedford. 


In addition NMCOG continued its traffic counting program taking over 100 traffic counts 
annually. In 2000 many counts were taken in Billerica. This data is incorporated into a traffic 
count book and map services which is distributed to local officials each year. 
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During 2000, the Council prepared a new Regional Transportation Plan which assesses the 
overall transportation needs of the Town and the region through 20235. 


The staff continues to work with the Town of Billerica and the Massachusetts Highway 
department to advance several key projects of importance to the Community. These projects 
include replacement of several bridges and improvements to Concord Road. 


The Council continues to provide assistance to the Lowell Regional Transit Authority in areas 
such as, obtaining Federal capital and operating funds, marketing to improve ridership and 
revenue, statistical monitoring and reporting. Direct assistance with projects such as the 
Gallagher Intermodal Transportation Center expansion, the construction of a new maintenance 
facility, and relocation of the transit hub to Gallagher terminal are aimed at improving operating 
efficiency and financial viability. 


With assistance of LoLaw Transit Management, Inc., the NMCOG staff continued to monitor 
ridership trends for the Lowell Regional Transit Authority. The Billerica Road Runner service 
continued to be a success with approximately 14,000 passenger trips in Fiscal Year 2000. The 
LRTA fisced route service within the Town of Billerica has approximately 75,000 passenger 
trips during the same period. 


The Council performs a statutory review role for those projects that come under the purview of 
the Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act, that is, those projects whose environmental 
impacts are deemed to be significant and/or require State or Federal permits or funding. 


The Council continues to provide demographic information and technical assistance to its 
member communities who request such. Billerica residents should feel free to contact Council 
staff who will be glad to either answer their questions or to direct them to the proper source of 
information. This information is also available on the world wide web at www.nmcog.org. 


In the upcoming months the Council will be assisting the Town in updating its Open Space Plan. 
The staff will also be completing a buildout analysis of the Town under contract with the 
Executive Office of Environmental Affairs.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board had a busy and productive year in FY00. Besides reviewing and ruling on 
several subdivisions and site plan special permits, the board made recommendations to town 
meeting on six zoning by-law amendments. 


In the spring the board said good-bye to member Brian V. Devellis and welcomed newly elected 
member Sal Pasciuto, Jr. Robert C. Norman was re-elected Chairman. Brian T. Pendleton, Jr. 
was elected Vice Chairman and Sal Pasciuto, Jr., Secretary. In June due to the resignation of 
Peter McCarron the board welcomed Paul A. Marasco as a second new member. 


In FY00, the board received three preliminary subdivision plans, which were either conditionally 
approved or withdrawn. The board acted on applications for three definitive subdivision plans 
that were approved with conditions. These represent a total of twenty-one lots. 


The Planning Board received seven requests for site plan special permits that were approved with 
conditions. Under this procedure the board reviews the site plan for new construction and 
additions to any commercial or industrial building resulting in the creation of more than 5,000 
square feet of gross floor area. 


The board received several requests for modifications to previously approved definitive 
subdivision plans or site plan special permits. 


The board approved 15 approval nct required (ANR) plans in FY00. ANR plans represent a 
division of lands into two or more lots, each with sufficient frontage and adequate access on 
either: 1) a public way, 2) an approved subdivision, or 3) an adequately constructed road in 
existence prior to subdivision control. These plans are exempt from the subdivision approval 
process. 


The board took up several requests for “Minor” Subdivision Approvals (B2’s), Bond Releases, 
Permission to Return to The Board of Appeals, Scenic Road Permits, Bond Acceptances and 
Bond Reductions. 


The board brought two Zoning By Law amendments before Town Meeting which were 
approved. One clarified the circumstances under which special permits are extended. The other 
exempted the use of land purchased under the special option provision of the general by law 
from being utilized toward meeting certain lot dimensional requirements. 


The board would like to express our appreciation to Peter D. Kennedy, Director of Planning, and 
Barbara G. Norman, Secretary and the many departments with which we work. 
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The board and staff are available to any individual who may need assistance with any matter 
concerning the Planning Board.

On May 8, 2000 the beautiful new Billerica Public Library was dedicated to 
the town’s people. It was a proud day for the Town as this one, truly democratic institution, 
opened its doors to welcome the community. Response to the new building has been 
tremendous. Circulation of library materials has been up 17-25% every month since the opening. 
Our meeting rooms are booked up, the more than 25 public access computers are busy accessing 
the Internet, e-mail, on-line databases and our library catalog. Our programs are filled to 
capacity and our public computer lab is consistently in use. There is no greater measure of the 
success of a new library than to see it being used so well. 


The library continued to focus a great deal of energy on children’s services. We added to our 
ever-popular story hours this past season with a new program geared toward children ages 6 
months to 17 months. This came about due to a demand for more programs for younger 
children. This past year we offered eleven story hours per week for children ranging in age from 
6 months up to 5 years old. 


Over 1300 children and young adults participated in our Summer Reading Program last year. 
Using the theme “Under the Sea’, we transformed the Children’s Room into a virtual ocean and 
based all stories and crafts on life in the sea. We offered 6 drop in story hours per week and our 
popular weekly “make-n-take” craft programs attracted nearly 500 children each week. We 
ended the summer program with a “Hawaiian Luau” complete with snacks, leis and a magician. 


Other highlights from the Children’s Room included a Harry Potter Party with the children 
coming dressed as various characters from the popular series of books. Mad Science of Boston 
provided the wizardry for the event. Two new features for children are our “Family Flicks” 
series. Some of the movies featured included Stuart Little, Iron Giant and Toy Story 2. The 
other new program is “Passport to Adventure...Passport to Fun”. This pilot program for children 
in grades 1-4 offers stories, crafts, and songs from places around the world. Children who 
participated were able to “visit” Africa, the Onent and the Polar Regions. Response has been 
So positive that the program is continuing this year. 


The Young Adult Department ran a very successful summer reading program as well. We roped 
in over 300 teens with a “Wild West” theme! Continuing programs include our two book 
discussion groups for young people. READIT (Read Eat and Discuss Interesting Things) is a 
forum for teens in grades 7-10 and ROAR (Reach Out and Read) is a discussion group for grades 
5 and 6. 
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Our teen volunteer program continued to thrive. With the help of these dedicated kids we were 
able to conduct programs and activities for younger children including the Make-N-Takes and 
our Millennium Bash. As a reward to these teen volunteers we took them to Sterling, MA to 
MEGA MAZE where they tried to find their way out of a 3 acre maze of maize. Lot’s of fun! In 
cooperation with the Locke Middle School, 18 teens read and created crafts for 5 special story 
hour programs held throughout the year. This was an excellent opportunity for the teens to see 
what it is like to work with children. 


A new offering for adults this year is our Adult Book Discussion Group. Meeting the 3" 
Wednesday of each month, this group of 15 or so adults come together to discuss a book in 
depth. Some lively dialog takes place and everyone comes away with a deeper understanding of 
the title. 


Our Community Information Database is available on-line this year. This information and 
referral service provides individuals with the most up to date and comprehensive database of 
information about agencies, organizations, clubs, services and community activities with the 
Merrimack Valley. 


The Family Friends continued their great work this year as well. Thanks to Linda Cirurso and 
the “99” Restaurant on Middlesex Turnpike, a very successful membership drive was held in 
October. Hundreds of new and renewing members received coupons for a free appetizer at the 
“99” for supporting this tremendous group and its work. The Friends had their semi-annual 
booksales, the popular Ice Cream Sundae Night and Hot Dog Supper as well as four very 
profitable Bottle and Can Drives, complete with valet unloading. The Family Friends hosted a 
Thank You Party in June to show their appreciation to everyone who helped them raise tens of 
thousands of dollars during our Capital Campaign. 


Soon to be known as the social event of the season, the 4'" Annual Wine Tasting was another big 
hit. Three hundred people enjoyed a selection of over 60 wines and some micro-brewery beer in 
the elegant setting of the new library Reference Room. This year’s event was made possible by 
the generosity of Towne Liquors of Billerica. New this year was the participation of several 
eating establishments in Town who provided a nice selection of hors d’oeuvres and desserts. 
Many thanks to the Emerald Rose, Garrisons, Michael’s Bakery, Life Care Center, Buffets, Inc 
and Stromboli’s for their generous help. 


None of this year’s accomplishments would have been possible without the hard work of my 
tremendously talented and dedicated staff. They are what make this library great. I also wish to 
thank our faithful volunteers who we depend on to keep it all together behind the scenes. A note 
of appreciation is also due to the Board of Library Trustees whose support was critical especially 
through the building project. Two other groups that deserve special mention this year are the 
Library Building Committee, chaired by Jim St. Cyr and the Capital Campaign Committee lead 
by William H. Flaherty, Jr. These two committees worked tirelessly over the past four years to 
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make the dream of a new library a reality. I simply can’t thank them enough for all of their time 
and talent. 


My sincere appreciation also goes to Mr. Montuori, the Board of Selectmen, and the entire 
community for the faith and support they have demonstrated during, what has been, the most 
exciting and rewarding year in my 20 years of service as Director of the Billerica Public Library. 


I look forward to the coming year as we strive to meet the challenges of the information world. 
We will debut our library café “Bookends” in the coming year as well as a new and improved 
computer system.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


During the Fiscal Year 2000, the Department of Public Works continued the largest road- 
resurfacing program of the decade. A combination of Town and State funds allowed for the 
contracting of work on over 13 miles of roads in Town. Many of these roads were completed 
this fiscal year and work will continue in the next fiscal year. 


Concord Road Phase I has been awarded as part of the Route 3 Project and construction is 
expected to start during 2001. 


Lateral sewer construction for sewer contract 29A (Whipple Road) was completed and the 
Whipple Road reconstruction has been completed. 


Sewer contracts 30 and 31 were bid and construction has started. 


Design of sewer contracts 32 and 33 has been started. These contracts include all of River Pines. 
Construction is expected to start in 2001. 


Our new Snow and Storm fighting measures that were implemented in 1999 have been reviewed 
and fine-tuned to allow for full accountability of hired personnel while providing for safe access 


of the streets and roads. 


At the completion of my second year as Director, I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
all DPW employees for their efforts in improving our services to the community.

During the fiscal year 2000, the Engineering Division continued with the implementation of the 
Pavement Management Program. Contract 99-RO1 was completed in FY 00 with the following 
roads being overlaid.

Additionally Contract 00-R02 was developed which will allow for the paving and reconstruction 
of an additional 15 miles of roadway in FYO1. Contract 00-RO1 (School House Lane 
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Reconstruction) was designed, bid, and awarded. Construction began on this in the Spring of 
FY0O. 


Preliminary design plans for the construction of sidewalks on Baldwin Road were developed for 
the purpose of locating necessary easements. 


Sewer Construction began and was completed for Contract 30A (Whittier Road Area) and 
Concord Road. Additionally Contract 30B (Victory Park) permitting was completed, the contract 
was bid and awarded and construction commenced in FY00. This included a sewer betterment 
for Pelham and Colby Street. Design also began for the proposed sewer loose ends contract. 


Inspection services for subdivision construction and construction of "paper streets" in general 
continued during 1999. Some of the subdivisions included: Shawsheen Woods, Alpine Village, 
Simonds Farm, West Meadow Estates, Rolling Ridge Heights. 


Mosquito Control project coordination in stream and culvert cleaning was part of our duties 
during this past year. 


In addition we continued providing services to the public and consultants including: copies of 
maps, benchmark information, sewer stub locations etc.

HIGHWAY 


During FY 2000, the Highway Division provided important and necessary services for the Town 
of Billerica. 


The Highway Division receives calls for service from several different places. We receive calls 
to fill potholes, clean catch basins, sweep streets, snow removal and sanding and salting of our 
roadways from the Police, Fire, School, DPW Departments and from the public. During the past 
year we received numerous calls for sand and salt because of the severe icing problems caused 
by all the freezing rain that we got in FY 2000. 


The Division is responsible for 1200 plus streets. Our responsibilities include maintaining 
roadways, placing gravel and grading dirt roads, drainage, drainage repairs, cleaning of catch 
basins, cleaning of brooks and culverts, road sweeping, cutting shoulders, patch repairs, traffic 
lights, signage, curbing, and guard rails 


The Highway Division completed the following work during FY 2000:

Carried out street sweeping operations for 8 months and the entire town was swept at least 
once. 

8. Managed a town wide waste oil collection program and collected over 6000 gallons. 

9. This year we installed 775 street signs. It costs approximately $17,000 a year to replace the 
large number of street signs stolen every year. Streets without signs because of theft causes a 
delay in emergency response time for safety vehicles.

The Highway Division assists the Police, Fire and Civil Defense Departments with emergency 
operations. 


In an effort to reduce illegal dumping of rubbish in Town, we have blocked off some of the more 
notorious dumping locations. 


Routine work performed by this Division includes road patching, storm pipe cleaning, road 
grading and snow removal operations. 


Catch basins were cleaned in most areas of Town and culverts that needed attention were 
checked and cleaned. We completed many drainage and catch basin repairs during the year. 


We cooperate with the Billerica Plan for Green-Up Day, the Recycling Committee for the 
recycling program and The Adopt a Street / Island Program. All of these programs were a great 
success this year. 


The Motor Equipment Repair section of the Highway Division has performed exceptionally well 
in keeping the DPW equipment and vehicle fleet in working order. Increased pressure has been 
placed on this section due to the aging condition of many of our fleet's vehicles. 
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The Highway Division is continuing its own patching program and also patches excavation sites 
for the Water Division. 


Through an aggressive street opening permit process we have been able to protect the integrity of 
our roads. 


I wish to thank all the members of the Department of Public Works and other Town Departments 
for their support and cooperation. Special thanks go to the Highway Division staff.

CEMETERY, PARKS & TRESS DIVISION 


In Fiscal 2000, the Cemetery Department and the Parks & Trees Division of the Public Works 
Department were merged. The move created the new Cemetery, Parks & Trees Division under 
the control of the Public Works Department. 


This Division is responsible for the operation, maintenance and expansion of the cemeteries of 
the Town. There are six cemeteries in Town: Fox Hill, North, South, Job Hill, Old North and 
Rogers. There were 168 funerals in the past year and $144,925 was received for the sale of lots, 
perpetual care, opening charges and marker installations. This money is deposited into the 
Town’s General Fund. 


Design of the Fox Hill Cemetery expansion, which will provide over 4,000 new gravesites, was 
started. 


The Cemetery, Parks & Trees Division maintained the Town’s soccer, football and baseball 
fields which are under the control of the Recreation Department throughout the year. This 
Division works closely with the Recreation Department in order to meet their maintenance 
needs. 


The Town Common, Town Hall, Libraries, Billerica Museum and the many parks and squares 
are also maintained by this Division. 


The Division is responsible for removing dead trees located on Town property as well as those 
that are a danger to public ways. We are also responsible for the trimming and cutting back of 
brush along roadways. With the recent acquisition of a new tractor/brush cutter, the Division 
will be able to clear brush more efficiently.

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WASTEWATER DIVISION 


During Fiscal Year 2000, the Billerica Wastewater Treatment Facility continued to operate within its 
NPDES Permit requirements. We generate a quality effluent, which is discharged to the Concord 
River downstream of the Water Treatment Plant. The Wastewater Treatment Plant recycles its 
biosolids (sludge) into exceptional, marketable quality compost, which is sold commercially to 
landscapers and topsoil manufacturers and is available at no cost to Billerica residents. The 
Wastewater Division is also responsible for responding to homeowner calls that may involve 
blockages, or broken sewer mains, and odor complaints. We also issue all the permits necessary for 
connecting a home or industry to the collection system. 


In 2000, the compost facility generated over 6,000 cubic yards of compost. 


The staff at the Treatment Plant conduct tours and hold classroom discussions about wastewater 
treatment plant operation with the elementary schools in Town. We also participate in the Town’s 
annual Earth Day celebration with a display booth and handouts for the children, along with free 
compost to anyone who wishes it. 


The average daily flow for 2000 was 2.83 million gallons per day (MGD). The treatment plant has a 
design capacity of 5.5 MGD. The daily flow will be gradually increasing as the Town continues to 
install sewer lines. Contracts 30 and 31 have been designed and are in various stages of construction. 
There were 168 existing residential sewer connection permits issued in 2000, as well as 58 new 
construction permits and 4 commercial/industnal sewer permits issued, totaling 230 tie-ins to the 
collection system. 


The Town has many industrial users, which contribute significant flows and/or pollutant loading to 
the Letchworth Avenue WWTF. Since 1985, the Town has been implementing an /ndustrial 
Pretreatment Program, which was approved by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. Under 
this program, the Town has issued wastewater discharge permits to 22 industries with a combined 
total of 300,000 gallons per day of process wastewater. The permits contain specific discharge 
limitations, and monitoring and reporting requirements to ensure the safety of wastewater collection 
system and treatment plant personnel, the proper operation of the WWTF, compliance with the 
WWITF’s NPDES permit, and quality of the biosolids compost. The permitted industries include:

During the Fiscal Year 2000, seven (7) notices of violations were issued. They were to the following 
Industries; Aotco Metal Finishing, Cambndge Tool and Manufacturing (received two notices) and 
Cabot Corporation (received two notices) and Roy Brothers (received two notices). All this 
information will be published in the Billerica Minuteman in February 2001 in accordance with the 
40CFR Regulations. All of these issues were resolved in good order and the companies have 
completed their required compliance schedules. New five-year Industrial Permits were issued to 
Cabot Corporation and U.S. Filter incorporating the fee schedule approved by last year’s Spring 
Town Meeting.

WATER DIVISION 


During the 99-00 fiscal year 1,586 million gallons of water were pumped from the Treatment 
Plant to the Distribution System. This year’s highest daily pumping occurred on July 17, 2000 
with 9.68 million gallons produced. The average day volume this year was 4.35 MG (million 
gallons). Monthly pumping data for the fiscal year is listed below.

Following are the results of our routine quartily testing for THM. Our running annual average for 
this group of contaminates is also given below. the Maximum Contaminate Level is 100 parts per 
billion as a running annual average. The use of ammonia in conjunction with chlorine has 
lowered the THM levels being found at the four sampling sites.

The Fall Town Meeting of 1998 approved an appropriation of twenty-five million dollars to 
build a new Water Treatment Plant. All legislation has been passed to transfer the land from the 
State to the Town. The activities required by the legislation to effect the land transfer are now 
underway. Current work on this project is directed towards designing the new Water Treatment 
Plant and permiting. 


A town wide flushing of the Distribution Works was undertaken in October of 1999. This 
flushing consisted of opening hydrants on dead ended mains. When ever possible these were 
opened fully. This has been found to greatly improve the benefit of flushing. 


During the fiscal year numerous hydrant were painted and other forms of maintenance 
performed. The condition of twenty eight hydrants warranted replacement rather than repair, this 
work was carried out by the Water Division Staff. Additionally seven hydrants were replaced by 
contractors. 


Our staff repaired 51 water main breaks during the year and performed many repairs to service 
lines and curb boxes. 


Eighty six new service installations were inspected and approved. Thirteen facilities were 
surveyed for cross connections, resulting in forty one new backflow prevention devices being 
installed.

RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Billerica's Recreation Department continues to play a central role in defining the Town's quality 
of life. Recreation has become the common ground upon which people from all ages, 
backgrounds, interests and abilities gather to play and participate in the life of the community. 
The primary directive of the Recreation Department is to offer free or low cost recreational 
programs, trips and special events to the citizens of Billerica. Our recreational, educational and 
cultural programming reflect the diversity of our community. 


The Recreation Department offers programs year round. Programs are published quarterly 


(winter, spring, summer, & fall) in a brochure. This past year we distributed the brochure to the 
public through two direct mailings and through the public schools; listings on BATV; listing on 
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the Town’s web page; mailing to residents on request; and publishing information in the local 
papers in order to inform the citizens of our programs, trips and special events. We offer more 
than 100 programs each quarter and about 90 special events and trips throughout the year. These 
recreational offerings range from pre-school programs for the very young to weekend trips which 
are popular with adults of all ages. Our Neighborhood Parks and SuperStars programs enjoyed a 
great success this past summer serving over 500 children each week. There were many new and 
expanded recreational programs, special events and trips offered this past year. Micozzi Beach 
continues to offer residents a great summer escape from the heat. 


The Recreation Department continued its partnership with the Billerica Police Department's 
Community Service Program (DARE, PAL) to offer programs to the youth of Billerica. This 
summer on Wednesday evening we provided ramps for our BMX niders, skateboarders and 
rollerbladers at the Billerica Mall parking lot. We are currently working together to build a BMX 
racetrack at Vietnam Veterans Park. When the public schools had two early release days we 
offered our Middle School students a special day filled with music, food and activities at the 
Lampson Recreation Complex. The cooperative effort of the Boys and Girls Club, Billerica 
Police Department, Billerica Fire Department, School Department and the Recreation 
Department ensured that this event was successful. We are looking to continue our public/private 
partnerships to achieve the rich diversity of activities and programs that help to make our 
community special. 


Yankee Doodle Homecoming Weekend celebrating its tenth year, was an exciting and enjoyable 
weekend for the citizens of Billerica. This weekend continues to grow each year and has become 
an event that families look forward to each fall. Billerica’s First Night Celebration was a 
wonderful opportunity for families to welcome in the New Year. There was something for 
everyone, with ice sculptures, hay rides, crafts, children’s games, music and dance. The Billerica 
Health and Recreation Fair held each spring promotes active living and healthy lifestyles. 
Visitors can learn about various health organizations, have their blood pressure checked, ask 
about how to start an exercise program, learn about protecting their family in the event of a fire, 
and so much more. Billerica hosted the Hershey Track and Field Meet for over 100 local youth 
in June and the Massachusetts Hershey Track and Field Meet in July. Athletes from all over the 
State participated in this special event. Billerica sent six athletes to the Massachusetts Special 
Olympic State Games Unified Golf tournament in August. The Friends of Billerica Recreation, 
Inc. once again offered their very popular Breakfast with Santa, Breakfast and Egg Hunt with the 
Easter Bunny, Don Donati One Pitch Snowball Festival, and the Dog Days Recreational Golf 
Tournament. 


The Yankee Doodle Bikeway Committee continues to work on the conversion of an abandoned 
rail bed that would link Billerica to the Minutemen Bikeway in Bedford. Plans continue for the © 
development of Vietnam Veterans Park into a community park. We are working with the 
Billerica Conservation Commission, DPW - Engineering and the Public Access Board to develop 
public canoe access to Billerica's rivers and Nuttings Lake. A canoe put-in/take-out was built at 
the Akeson Park providing access to the Shawsheen River. An ongoing agreement with the 
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Commonwealth of Massachusetts - Department of Environmental Management authorizes our 
management of the Manning State Park. This year we will be installing a new restroom facility 
and water playground at the Park. The Town of Billerica — Recreation Department has received 
an Urban Self-Help grant for the renovations and rehabilitation of the Kohlrausch Memorial 
Park. 


The Recreation Department does not own its own recreational facility and therefore must 
depend on the cooperation of the School Department, business and civic organizations to 
schedule program sites. This continues to impact the cost of our programs. The development of a 
Recreation Center for the Town of Billerica is a major goal of the Recreation Commission. 
Billerica residents deserve to have a vibrant and effective facility in which recreational programs 
can be offered. 


Capital funding for improvements to recreation and park sites helped to install lights at the 
softball field at the Lampson Recreation Complex, and refurbish the Kennedy Sports Complex. 
The Town's recent purchase of eight acres of land adjacent to the Lampson Recreation Complex 
will provide us with the opportunity to improve parking at the site and provide additional 
recreational activities. Youth organizations in Town continue to assist with field improvements 
and maintenance. The Friends of Billerica Recreation, Inc. have provided recreational 
scholarships to many individuals and families in Billerica. 


Volunteers play a critical role in enabling the department to achieve its goals. They provide 
direct and indirect opportunities and supports to participants in our programs. This past year we 
were fortunate to have one Boy Scout Eagle candidates from Troop 55 complete a project for the 
department. The Recreation Department had five seniors volunteer through the Senior Citizen 
Tax Relief Work Program. The Recreation Department has received support from the business 
community allowing us to offer specialized programs and activities for the continuous enjoyment 
of our citizens, businesses and visitors. The Department continues to receive financial and in- 
kind assistance from the business community, which has allowed us to continue to offer 
activities for the enjoyment of our citizens. We are looking to continue our public/private 
partnerships in order to maintain and improve the rich diversity of programming which help to 
make our community special. 


The Recreation Commission would like to thank the employees and volunteers of the Recreation 
Department for their continuous commitment to improvements in the quality of programs offered 
to the citizens of Billerica. A very special thanks to Town Departments, Commissions, 
Organizations, Businesses and Individuals who volunteer their time and support to ensure that 
the programs, trips and special events are an unquestionable success.

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BILLERICA RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The Billerica Recycling Committee, made up of seven volunteer members, meets monthly to 
assess the needs and work on solutions to the town’s recycling program. 


The recycling drop-off for tires, batteries, used clothing, plastic six pack rings and deposit bottles 
and cans took place every third Saturday from March through October at Holland’s Auto Parts 
on Winning Road in N. Billerica. Removed from the waste stream were a total of 676 tires and 
231 batteries. 


On March 6, a meeting was held with the DEP, MRIP, BFI, the Town Manager, members of the 
Recycling Committee and representatives from three of the eight multi-family complexes. In 
April 2000, the State prohibited the disposal of recyclable materials from the waste stream. This 
ban has the potential to have a major impact on the multi-family complexes. An overview of the 
waste ban was presented along with suggestions on how the complexes could avoid load 
rejections and/or fines by participating in a recycling program. The meeting was somewhat of a 
stale-mate, but the lines of communication are open and there is the possibility of future 
discussions. 


The committee met in April to prepare for the presentation of two warrant articles for Spring 
Town meeting. Article 33 was to amend the General By-Laws to include Mandatory Paper 
Recycling. This article will satisfy the State inflicted ban on paper in trash disposal. Article 37 
was to authorize the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager to enter into an inter-municipal 
memorandum of agreement with other towns in order to participate in a Merrimack Valley 
Household Hazardous Waste Facility by Billerica residents at a centrally located waste disposal 
facility. Both articles (to the surprise of the committee) passed Town Meeting. 


In May, members of the Recycling Committee met with Selectman Michael Rosa to discuss 
possible composting facility sites. A visit to the area where the proposed water treatment plant 
was made and the site looked promising. 


In June, members of the committee met with the Town Manager to encourage the negotiations 
for the new trash contract to include weekly recycling, the collection of all seven plastics as well 
as cathode tubes (CRTs) and the inclusion of multi-family complexes in our recycling program. 


As a result of the State enforced ban on the disposal of cathode tubes (television screens and 
computer monitors) in incinerators and/or landfills, the Recycling Committee hosted the first of 
four collections of these (CRTs) in conjunction with Goodwill Industries, Inc. from Lowell. 
Two collections were held on May 20 and 27, 2000 and were free to residents with the recycling 
committee paying $685 which represents 137 television screens and/or computer monitors. 
Other collections in June and July removed an additional 103 CRTs from the waste stream. 
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Monies realized from the sale of recycling bins, compost bins, and various grants have been used 
to pay for CRT collections, purchase recycling and compost bins, recycling stickers and decals. 
Large recycling stickers for alternative recycling containers were purchased and are available 
free to residents. The committee appreciates the help of Barbara Norman in the Planning Board 
office for the handling and distribution of 238 recycling bins and 13 home composting bins to 
residents this fiscal year. 


The Household Hazardous Waste collection on October 9, 1999 was very successful. The 
Chairman thanks the Board of Health and Director John W. Morris, the League of Women 
Voters, the Department of Public Works, and the Recycling Committee for a job well done. 
Cyn Environmental safely collected and disposed of many pounds of hazardous waste. 


The Town’s recycling weights for FY 1999 - 2000 for co-mingled materials (glass, plastics, 
metals, aseptic cartons) was 491 tons and mixed paper (office, newspapers, cardboard and 
chipboard) was 1,664.45 tons which represents increases over last year. The Department of 
Public Works Highway Division collected 6,000 gallons of waste motor oil. The Board of 
Health issued 1,624 stickers for the collection of white goods. 


The Town Manager began negotiations for a new trash contract for FY 2000. Recycling could 
play an important part of this contract due to the increased costs of trash disposal. The Recycling 
Committee looks forward to the opportunity to work to improve our recycling efforts.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS 





In accordance with Massachusetts General Laws, the Board of Registrars’ hereby submits its 
report for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 2000. 


As mandated by State Law, the Annual Town and School Census was conducted in January. 
During the first week of January 13,525 Census forms were mailed. Once these forms were 
returned, the information was imputed into the computers and the Street List and Voter Records 
were updated. As mandated by M.G.L. this information was provided prior to June 1* to the 
Jury Commission for Jury Pool selection. This information is crucial for Voter list maintenance, 
school enrollment projections, public service planning, grant applications and Senior Citizen 
Services. 


Two Elections were held in FY 2000, the State Presidential Primary on March 7, 2000 and the 
Town Election on April 1, 2000. Voter turnout is still a huge problem. The Presidential Primary 
saw only a 7.2 % Voter turnout while the Town Election was a bit better at 18.95% turnout. 
Board Members covered the office on all Election Days and assisted until the polls closed and 
the voting machines were back in the Town Clerk’s Office. The Board Members also conducted 
the Special Voter Registration Session held prior to each Election. The Board thanks all those 
persons who worked at the Polls on Election Day and those persons who set up the Polls. 
Without their assistance, the Elections could not have run so smoothly.

SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE 





The Sewer Extension Committee is composed of five (5) members who are appointed by the 
Town Manager, Richard A. Montuori. The members are as follows:

The Sewer Extension Committee has the sole responsibility of planning and directing all of the 
town's lateral sewers. The committee held several public hearings during the year 2000. 
Discussions were held with regard to funding and future planning of the town's sewer system. 
The committee voted in 1999 to have lateral street sewers installed in 1,246 home on 100 streets 
during the year 2000. 


All the sewer construction contracts were placed on hold until the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission gave their final approval and these contracts were, also, held up due to the 
Massachusetts Environmental Protection Agency (MEPA) 


The MEPA wanted the town to perform a Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan 
(CWWMP) for the entire town. They believe the high level of phosphorous in the Concord 
River is coming from the River Pine Section of Billerica,. Also, the DEP/MEPA believe the 
Shawsheen River Watershed is drying up, which is due from the lack of recharge from the 
homeowners' septic systems. They did not want the Town of Billerica to install any more lateral 
sewer lines in the town. The DEP/MEPA wants to keep in affect septic systems under Title 5. 
They want to evaluate the homeowners, who are not connected to the town sewer, to determine 
whether nor not they should be connected at all in order to help to recharge the watersheds. 


The Sewer Extension Committee is totality opposed to the DEP/MEPA new policy. The Town 


of Billerica is funding this sewer program 100% with its own money. There is no funding from 
the State or Federal Governments. 
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The Sewer Extension Committee has met many times with Mr. Richard A. Montuori, Town 
Manager; William Greene, State Representative; John Sanchez, Director of Billerica Public 
Works; Arthur Malcuit, Wastewater Plan Superintendent, and Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, 
Wastewater Town Consultants, in regards to the new DEP/MEPA policy. We are all against this 
new policy. To date, there has been a comprise with the MEPA and the town. 


The sewer construction will begin in the spring of 2001, as originally proposed by the Sewer 
Extension Committee. 


The Sewer Extension Committee is very fortunate to have both a pro-active administration and 
the Board of Selectmen to keep the sewer program moving forward. As a committee, we wish 
we could sewer the entire town all at once in order to complete this program. This has always 
been and will continue to be our main goal. 


We would like to express our sincere appreciation to our clerk, Brenda Grant, and thank her for 
the high level of professionalism she has demonstrated through the year. 


The Sewer Extension Committee would like to give special thanks Mr. John Sanchez, 
Department of Public Works, Director and John W. Morris, Board of Health Director, for their 
cooperation and dedication to our committee. 

The Sewer Extension Committee would especially like to thank Mr. Edward Ricarte for his 
dedication and his time for serving on the committee. Mr. Ricarte has decided to spend more 


time with his family and to pursue other endeavors in life. 


We, also, welcome Mr. William F. Loughlin to the Sewer Extension Committee. Mr. Loughlin 
will be replacing Mr. Ricarte.

VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The Department of Veterans’ Services presents this as its Annual Report for Fiscal Year 2000. 


The Department of Veterans’ Services is a State and Town funded program mandated by Chapter 
115 Mass General Laws. 


We provide financial and/or medical assistance to those eligible veterans/widows and dependents 
of veterans in time of need. At the present time we have a case load of 40 eligible 
veterans/widows receiving financial and medical assistance. This department is reimbursed 75% 


by the State for what we have expended on behalf of those receiving assistance. We also have 
applied for other benefits from other agencies; i.e. Veterans Affairs, Department of Employment 
and Training, Department of Transitional Assistance, Bowers Fund, Social Security 
Administration. This office is also certified to apply for the Food Stamp program for Billerica 
residents. 


The Emergency Fuel Program began November 1* and at the present time we have processed 
129 applications with a dollar value of $81,270.00 


We have had thirty two (32) of our cases approved by the Department of Veterans’ Affairs with a 
dollar value of $125,386.00 and presently we have fifteen (15) additional cases pending. 


Our 10"" Annual Flag Day ceremony was held on Friday June 14" on the Billerica Common and 
the students from the Parker and Hajjar schools attended. Music was provided by the Middle 
School Band, the Billerica Lodge of Elks presented the History of the American Flag. Our guest 
speaker was Colonel Charles Armstead Bedford Air Force Base. 


The Adopt A Square program is still in place and anyone interested in this program please 
contact the Veterans office at 671-0968. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Administration and all other departments and 
employees for their help throughout the year.

VIETNAM VETERANS PARK 


Vietnam Veterans Park (VVP) is a 200-acre park located on Treble Cove Road in Billerica. VVP 
was deeded to the Town of Billerica from Middlesex County in 1995 via a legislative act. VVP is 
the first Vietnam Veterans' Memorial in the United States. VVP has a variety of local and 
regional organizations, which regularly use the park as a result of arrangements made with the 
former owners, Middlesex County over the years. These include Vietnam Veteran Association; 
Billerica Youth Soccer; Billerica Horseman's Association; Middlesex County Radio Control 
Flyers; Billerica Recreation Department; and others. VVP has several key buildings and natural 
features, which are suggestive of the tremendous potential of this park for the Town and region. 
This includes extensive frontage on the Concord River, shoreline on the east side of Winning 
Pond, a stream, beaver pond, soccer fields, walking trails, show horse rink, house, barn, beautiful 
views, and the Vietnam Veterans Memorial. 
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The VVP committee worked closely with ICON architecture to develop a master plan that will 
enable the Town to make improvements to the park in a logical informed manner. Balancing the 
needs of many user groups with the site's diverse natural features resulted in a plan, which will 
benefit Billerica residents, current, and future user groups. The VVP committee wishes to thank 
Billerica residents who shared their vision, ideas and support at the various public meetings 
and/or responded to our survey. The Master Plan is a better document as a result of your input. 


The BMX racetrack was the first site improvement approved by the Board of Selectman. Site 
preparations were completed and final work was planned for the spring/summer of 2000. 
Completion of the track is on hold pending a decision on the Route 3 wetland replication site 
within VVP by the Town and Mass Highway. The Billerica Youth Soccer Association is 
preparing site designs for an irngation system, a new field and renovations to the existing field. 
The Recreation Department has submitted a request to fund the development of a children’s 
playground and picnic area. 


The VVP committee looks forward to the next phase where we begin to implement the 
recommendations from the Master Plan. 


BILLERICA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


BILLERICA PUBLIC SCHOOLS REPORT 

During 1999-00, the schools remained an important positive attraction within the community. 
Achievement levels continued to rise with the budget priority, clearly students, classrooms and 
learning. Enrichment opportunities within and outside the schools touched thousands of students 
in all grade levels. Challenged by a dramatic increase in the number of students attending the 
schools, construction is progressing on the new Ditson School, which will relieve some of the 
overcrowded conditions at the elementary level. 

Testing Results from 1999-00 School Year 

SAT RESULTS 

A combined verbal and math score of 1024 at and above the state and national average. 


81% of seniors taking SAT’s are above the national average of 44%. 


For seniors taking the recommended college preparatory curriculum, the combined SATscore 
was 1143. 


ADVANCED PLACEMENT TESTS: 


Forty-six students took one or more AP tests in the following areas: English Literature, English 
Composition, Calculus, U.S. History and Physics. These tests measure student achievement in 
college level courses taken at BMHS. 


16 or 16 seniors passed English Literature 

13 of 15 juniors passed English Composition 
14 of 14 seniors passed Calculus 

9 of 11 seniors passed U.S. History 

10 of 17 seniors passed Physics 


The SAT scores and Advanced Placement results are good measure of the college preparatory 
program at BMHS. 


Massachusetts MCAS Tests: 


The MCAS test is a measure of the overall achievement level. These tests are given by the Mass 
Department of Education. 


At the 4" grade level, Billerica continues to achieve at a high level. 96% of Billerica students 
passed English compared to 87% statewide. 95% of Billerica students passed compared to 82% 
statewide. 


At the 8" and 10" grades, English achievement was the strongest area, and Mathematics was the 
weakest area. Beginning with the Class of 2003, students will need to pass the English and Math 
MCAS tests as a state requirement for graduation. 


1999-2000 HIGHLIGHTS

1) to 
Plant Growth (Gr.3), to Food Chemistry (Gr.5). Scientists from Billerica based corporations 
offered their services as visiting instructors 

After-school foreign language classes for grades 1-5 were offered at the Ditson School 

The Billerica Schools’ web site and one for each school was established and updated 

The Locke School successfully established an advisory program for students 

A revised Social Studies program for grades 3 and 4 was implemented 

Linkages with Middlesex Community College were established for college credit for BMHS 

courses 

New Mathematics program adopted for grades 6-9. 

Exchange programs were established with Murcia, Spain and with the Republic of Georgia, 
Russia for 34 high school students and their families 

“Shadow” Days (career exploration) for Rotary Club and the Billerica Plan in cooperation 
with the Billerica Partners for Education, Inc.

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For the ten-year period 1993-1994 to 2003-2004, the increased enrollment is projected at 12.5%. 
This increased enrollment means insufficient space for students in the elementary schools. In 
May, 1998, the Town Meeting authorized the construction of a new, larger Ditson Elementary 
School to replace the existing school. 


The pre-school programs are housed in Billerica Memorial High School because there is 
insufficient classroom space in the elementary schools. The Dutile School kindergarten classes 
are also housed at BMHS. The desire to keep good class size and the demands for space for new 
technology equipment also contributes to space shortages. The existing space shortage for art 
rooms, music rooms, special education rooms and computer labs remains in all elementary 
schools. 


The new Ditson is under construction. The opening date is the Fall of 2001. By redistricting 
attendance areas for elementary students the new school will help relieve the crowded situation 
in the elementary schools. The cooperation with the Billerica Partners for Education, Inc.

SHAWSHEEN REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL 


The Shawsheen Valley Regional Vocational/Technical School District is pleased to submit its 
2000 Annual Report to the citizens of Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. Located on Cook Street in Billerica next to the Towns of Burlington and 
Wilmington, we celebrated our 31st anniversary offering quality vocational technical education 
to area youth and residents. 


The District is governed by a ten-member, elected School Committee empowered by the 
Massachusetts General Laws and by a Regional Agreement among the five member towns. 
Elected representatives of the Regional School Committee include: Mark Trifiro and Don Drouin 
from Bedford; Kenneth L. Buffum, Vice Chairman, and Bernard F. Hoar, Treasurer, from 
Billerica; John P. Miller, Chairman, and Alfred Verrier from Burlington; J. Peter Downing and 
Patricia W. Meuse from Tewksbury; and James M. Gillis, Secretary, and Robert G. Peterson 
from Wilmington. Charles Lyons is Superintendent/Director of the District, serving in that 
Capacity since 1987. 


Shawsheen Valley Technical High School is one of twenty-seven regional vocational technical 
school districts in Massachusetts. Eleven hundred and fifty high school students were enrolled in 
Shawsheen Tech’s day school programs in October of 2000. Over eight hundred adults also 
participated in Shawsheen Tech’s adult and continuing education courses. 


The high. school graduating class of 2000 numbered two hundred twenty-five seniors. Sixty- 
seven percent of these alumnus secured employment in their respective professions immediately 
after graduation; seventeen percent elected to pursue further education in post secondary 
institutions; and two percent joined the armed services. The placement statistics for this class are 
among the highest of the twenty-seven other regional vocational technical schools located in the 
Commonwealth. 


Shawsheen Tech has articulation agreements with eleven area colleges, all of who grant students 
college credit for the work they complete during high school. Known as the “Tech Prep” 
program, this unique approach further develops career paths for high school students, maximizes 
student interest to obtain advanced degrees in emerging technical areas, and assures students a 
career educational path that is both relevant and rewarding. Industry leaders and educational 
professionals throughout the United States have applauded and emulated Shawsheen Tech’s 
“Tech Prep” program. 


In addition to this innovative program, Shawsheen Tech expanded its partnership with area 
institutions in 2000 by developing a dual-enrollment program with Middlesex Community 
College. Underwritten by the Department of Education, this program allows students to receive 
both high school and college credit for after school courses taken at Middlesex Community

College in Bedford, MA. Sixteen upper class students have taken foreign language courses at 
Middlesex Community College. 


Committed to Student Interests and Special Talents 


Three hundred and twenty of three hundred and ninety ninth-grade applicants entered Shawsheen 
Tech last fall as inquisitive learners. Interest in attending Shawsheen Tech is so high that the 
school found it necessary to establish a waiting list of students for the first time in a decade. 
Shawsheen Tech students attend vocational/technical classes and academic classes during 
alternate weeks. Commencing at the beginning of the school year, the initial ninth-grade 
vocational/technical experience comprises the exploration of fourteen of this school’s nineteen 
vocational/technical occupations. Parents and students are entitled to select eight of the fourteen 
explorations. All students at Shawsheen Valley Technical High School participate in challenging 
academic and vocational technical course work appropriate for future aspirations. The career 
preparatory focus of Shawsheen Tech’s educational program includes college preparatory course 
work. 


During April of their freshmen year, students select a vocational/technical profession in which 
they will major for the next three and a quarter years. Those who select Plumbing or Electrical 
will earn at least fifteen hundred-hours towards their requirement for a journeyman’s license 
after graduating from high school. Those who select Cosmetology will acquire the thousand- 
hour trade experience needed to take the state examination. Program offerings range from highly 
technical (e.g. Health Careers, Telecommunications, and Electrical) to challenging vocational 
(e.g. Culinary Arts, Graphic Arts, and Welding) programs. The public is invited to contact the

By the fall of their senior year, many students begin initial employment as either apprentices or 
co-op interns with local companies during their shop week. Over three hundred area 
businesspersons serve on Shawsheen Tech’s Craft Advisory Committees ensuring our 
curriculum, content, and technology is up-to-date. The local businesspersons who meet twice 
each year with Shawsheen Tech administrators are among the first to hire graduates from 
programs that they have had a part in developing. 


Shawsheen Tech students participate in a wide variety of extra curricular activities such as the 
National Honor Society, the School Yearbook, the Student Newspaper, the World Wide Web 
Club, Peer Leaders and the Student Council. Providing opportunities for students to showcase 
their vocational technical skills at local, state, national and international competitions, Skills 
USA VICA is the most popular co-curricula activity. Fourteen students participated in the 
national competition in Kansas City in late June of 2000. Culinary Arts student, Mary Theresa 
Tringale, a resident of Billerica, was elected President of the Massachusetts VICA for the 2001- 
2001 school year. 
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During the 1999-2000 academic year, over 345 students participated in interscholastic athletics, 
capturing Commonwealth Conference Championships in softball, football and basketball and 
cheerleading. In addition to league championships, the football and basketball cheerleading 
squads won the State Division II North titles. |The spring track team won _ the 
freshman/sophomore league meet championship. The girls’ swim team won the league meet 
championship. The boys’ soccer, girls’ basketball, boys basketball and softball teams qualified 
for state tournament play. 


In individual competition, 145-pound wrestler Robert Cassidy, a resident of Billerica, won the 
Division I State title and the All-State title and finished second in the New England Tournament. 
Cassidy was afforded a major scholarship and was admitted to Brown University in the fall of 
2000. 


Shawsheen Tech was the recipient of the Nathan Aldrich Memorial Award from the Basketball 
Referees’ Association as the school that most exemplifies the highest degree of sportsmanship, 
character and ethics amongst its players, coaches and spectators in the conduct of its Basketball 
program. 


Shawsheen Tech continues to assess individual learning progress internally through the 
administration of standardized testing, final examinations and performance assessments. 
Shawsheen Tech leads the way in advocating for a national assessment that will recognize the 
attainment of occupational knowledge and skills. Members of the school leadership team are 
actively engaged in the creation of occupational-proficiency and occupational-mastery standards 
that will provide evidence of learning progress and the graduation eligibility for students enrolled 
in vocational technical schools. 


During the 1999-2000 school year, the School Council, co-chaired by Assistant Superintendent- 
Director/Principal Robert Cunningham and parent Bonny Smith, approved the initial school 
budget prior to submission to the School Committee and endorsed a new School Improvement 
Plan detailing Shawsheen Tech’s curriculum standards, student attitudes for success, guidance 
services, communication, parent involvement, and building needs. Minor language changes 
regarding discipline policy and procedures were made in the student handbook. Thanks to the 
efforts of the School Council, the school store has become fully operational and is now visited 
daily by parents, staff and students. The store was particularly active during the holiday season. 
The Council had recommended landscaping to the school property, which has vastly improved 
its appearance. Mr. Cunningham greatly appreciates the tireless efforts of the School Council 
members, particularly parent Bonny Smith and English teacher Margarida Mello. 


Professional Development is a year-round program at Shawsheen Tech. The staff is surveyed 
every February for input on school needs. The Professional Development Committee meets to 
design a one-year plan for the School Committee’s approval in April of each school year. The 
past three years Shawsheen Tech held a four-day Summer Institute Training Program. Over 
eighty teachers participated each summer. 
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Student Services expanded its staff during the past three years with the addition of a social 
worker in the Dean of Students’ office and an Alternative Education Coordinator. 


Shawsheen Tech is the only high school in the area offering students’ dances on a regular basis. 
We recognized over six hundred students and their families last year in our Citizenship Banquet 
Program. We hold a ninth and tenth grade parent social at the Elks’ Club in Billerica at the 
beginning of the school year. Ten years ago, we initiated an all-night senior party at the school 
following senior graduation in June. 


Special Activities in 2000 


Attention continues to be paid to improving informational resources for parents and students. A 
new Career and College Planning Handbook was developed. The Guidance Department offered 
a special Career and College Planning night to present the information in this new Handbook. 
The Program of Studies was revised with input from parents on the Parent Advisory Council and 
the School Council. 


A Teacher Mentor Program was planned and implemented. Each newly hired teacher was paired 
with a veteran teacher from the staff to assist and support him/her during their first year at 
Shawsheen Tech. The Teacher Mentor Program was strengthened by adding a position of 
Teacher Mentor Coordinator and by including a professional development-training component 
for all teachers who wish to serve as mentors. 


Collaborative decision-making has expanded with working committees meeting regularly during 
the school year to act on technology issues and professional development offerings. In the fall of 
2000, a Curriculum Council was convened. This group further broadened input on educational 
improvement issues. There are eighteen voting members on the Curriculum Council 
representing all educational programs. The Curriculum Council meets every month. 


The content and sequence of all mathematics courses was revised in order to improve 
opportunities for all students to acquire the mathematics skills necessary to attain state 
graduation requirements. All students, regardless of previous difficulties in mathematics, now 
have an appropriate route to challenging and relevant mathematics courses. Algebra I is now 
offered in all four years at Shawsheen Tech. A greater emphasis is placed on teaching algebra in 
context with applications to vocational technical programs. 


Shawsheen Tech’s vocational teachers and academic teachers joined forces to target the need to 
help students improve mathematics skills. An after-school program was designed to teach ninth 
and tenth grade students how to approach and offer resolution to the open-response questions 
they will face on the mathematics MCAS test. 
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Modernization and improvement of Shawsheen Tech’s science laboratories continued. A 
considerable increase in active learning in science classes was realized as a result of these 
improved instructional areas. 


Shawsheen Tech’s faculty members Leah Marquis and Margarida Mello were recognized for 
their exceptional educational contribution in the area of technological applications. Ms. Marquis 
and Ms. Mello receive daily accolades from teachers across the globe for creating web sites that 
enhance the teaching of popular literature. These two Shawsheen Tech English teachers were 
also recognized by the National Council of Teachers of English and invited to present at the 
NCTE Annual Conference. 


Efforts continue to see performing arts at Shawsheen Tech take hold. Erica Gemellaro, Class of 
1999, performed the National Anthem on her classical violin at a truly spectacular graduation 
ceremony in June. Piano, guitar and vocals have enriched school activities from football games 
to daily lunches. A Performing Arts Club began under the advisorship of Mrs. Kate Maniscalco. 


Our Building and Grounds personnel undertook several major projects. Those included the 
installation of a surveillance system throughout the school, the facilitation of a new fitness 
center, and the installation of outside doors and roof top units. 


The Finance Office instituted a new financial system for payroll and accounts payable. 
Consistent with its history of significant innovation, the Computer Services Department: 


Experienced no significant Y2K problems. 

Put 75+ new computers on the network. 

Concluded integration of districts copier by putting Canon Color Pass copier on network. 
Certified a network manager in Intrusion detection and implemented numerous security 
upgrades to our network, including centralized virus protection. 

Conversions of 200+ PC’s to Windows 2000. 

Upgraded office software to Microsoft Office 2000. 

Implemented 4 new servers including new financial server and 2 new Sun Servers 

Put Galileo’s Universe web site and CurriculumUnits.com on-line. 

Implemented a new client/server, graphical, object oriented Student Software, including 
scheduling, grades, attendance, discipline, exploratory system, statistical analyses, testing 
and state of Massachusetts SIMS reporting. 

10. Implemented problem tracking and management system. 
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Graphic Arts: The Graphic Arts program is now affiliated with the Graphic Arts Education and 
Research Foundation. The curriculum has been redesigned to meet Print Ed standards. A new 
piece of equipment was added to the shop to allow color printing. The printer is called a 
Heidelberg PrintMaster 46-2. Tom Struthers from Wakefield was added as an instructor to 
replace Dan Grant. Tom has quickly acclimated himself to the students and the shop. 


Technical Illustration: The number of students has been increased because of the high demand 
for the shop by incoming freshmen. A new instructor has been added, Mike Azevedo, who 
comes with a wealth of experience, from the New Bedford area. A new piece of equipment, 
called a Roland Camm — 1 24-inch sign cutter/ plotter, was added to the shop. Students are 
actively involved in designing advertising campaigns utilizing Adobe Photoshop and the results 
are amazing. 


Internet Technology: Two of our instructors have been certified to teach the first two of four 
sections leading to national certification in networking by Cisco Systems with the two highest 
grades of the entire class. Hats off to Joe Guarino and new instructor Alan Warren for a job very 
well done. They will complete the next two sections in the summer. The students are excited 
and have all passed the first section of the program leading to their certification. The new 
equipment purchased in order to become a Cisco Academy and to run the program include: six 
new routers (2501 and 2514), four switches Cisco Catalyst (1900 and 3500) and one-HP Network 
Test Equipment. A new networking lab has been added to the department in room 513. The 
program in Web Page Design has also been upgraded. A new Tech Prep articulation agreement 
with Middlesex Community College has been established. We were fortunate to obtain the 
services of Alan Warren as a new Internet Technology instructor. He is rich in industry 
experience. 


Auto Body/Automotive/Diesel: All shops in the Transportation Cluster now meet NATEF 
national standards. A new computer was added to Autobody, as students in the cluster must now 
obtain the computer skills necessary to check the web for upgrades on car motors, transmissions, 
etc. A computer lab for automotive students is in operation next to the related room. Software 
on automotive technology has been added to increase students’ knowledge and keep them up to 
the “‘state of the art” technology. 


Machine Shop / Metal Fabrication: NIMS sent a team to Shawsheen Tech for two days to see if 
this school met national accreditation standards. We were recently notified that we have met all 
the requirements and will be receiving full accreditation in the spring. A new instructor, Joe 
Barrett from Billerica, has joined the staff. He comes with over 20 years of experience at 
Raytheon and has taught at Wentworth Institute. The students will really benefit from Mr. 
Barrett’s recent experience in industry. 


Cosmetology: The Lead Teacher, Phyllis Mario, has been named to the advisory board for 
Clairol Resource Center, Creative Connection. She has been nominated for Who’s Who in 
American (Education). 


Masonry: They recently acquired a Work Pro Mover to increase the productivity and time on 


task of laying brick and block for the Masonry students. At Open House the students and staff 
created a beach scene with a beautiful lighthouse. The results showed the creative part of 
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Masonry. The patio area is being redone this year and the Masonry students and staff did an 
outstanding job laying the brick in a creative design. 


Air Conditioning and Refrigeration: Two exciting new programs have been instituted along with 
EPA exams to accommodate co-op seniors for job placements. In the 200-2001 year, computer 
skills have been integrated in the HVAC Program through “Energy Management Software 
System (Computerized Electrical Controlled Equipment”. They will continue utilizing the 
technology by adding new “Manuel J. Software” this year. The new programs will enable our 
students to learn how to calculate the heating and cooling loads of buildings as well as designing 
the system for these buildings. New curriculum has been written for troubleshooting and 
installing new high efficiency furnaces that have arrived this year. The new program should 
result in 100% employability for students who are successful in the program. 


Health: A new instructor, Nanci MacKenzie from Tewksbury, was hired in the Health 
Technology Program. Nanci was a substitute teacher at Shawsheen Tech both in the Health 
Shop and in the Nurse’s Office. The senior students are finishing their externships at area 
medical facilities and all have obtained Co-op positions. 


Skills USA-VICA: There were many district and state gold medalists in the Skills USA-VICA. 
Shawsheen Tech was well represented in the national competition in Kansas City. They were in 
the top 10% in the country in the Health Knowledge Bowl, Diesel Mechanics, the Total Quality 
Management Team and Technical Illustration. A VICA rally was held for the first time on the 
football field to give the district winners an appreciative and supportive send off to their state 
competition. 


Vocational / Technical Class Day: A Class Day was held for the first time during Graduation 
Week for the seniors. At this time, shop awards were given to deserving students by their 
Department Heads. Students sat by shop and really enjoyed seeing awards such as the “unsung 
hero” award given to their classmates. Recognition was also given to shops for their outstanding 
community service. A tradition was started and we will continue this year by inviting parents, 
staff and special guests. 


Certificate of Occupational Competency: All vocational/technical teachers are in the process of 
writing competencies for each grade level. Curriculum is being updated to go along with each 
competency and mathematics and writing skills are being integrated into the shop and related 
curriculum. 


Community Projects 


Culinary: Mary Theresa Tringale, a member of the Culinary Arts Department, has been elected 
President for the state of Massachusetts — Skills USA — VICA. This is quite an honor and the 
first time a student from Shawsheen Tech has been president of the state organization. Her 
training for the position has already taken her to the nation’s capital for training. The bakery 
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made over one thousand pies for Thanksgiving with many of them given to charity. A new low 
calorie meal has been available at lunchtime for all the teachers involved in Weight Watchers. 
Ms. Meg Costello is the new Lead Teacher in the Culinary Arts Department. 


Habitat for Humanity of Greater Lowell Inc.: We have entered into an agreement in conjunction 
with the Town of Billerica with Habitat for Humanity of Greater Lowell, Inc. to build a new 
affordable house. All of the construction trades will be involved including carpentry, masonry, 
electrical and plumbing.
